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BRITISH AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL 
LITERATURE. I. 


A. C. WARD 


CLOSING a review of the memoirs of Percival Stockdale, Robert Southey 
wrote in the Quarterly Review in May, 1809, ‘if the populace of writers 
becomes thus querulous after fame (to which they have no pretensions) we 
shall expect to see an epidemical rage for auto-biography break out, more 
wide in its influence and more pernicious in its tendency than the strange 
madness of the Abderites’. Stockdale is long since forgotten; the people 
of Abdera have ceased to provide a byword for imbecility; and Southey 
himself, once eminent as Poet Laureate, may come in the end to have as his 
chief memorial the word ‘autobiography’ which he introduced to the 
English vocabulary a century and a half ago. 

The ‘epidemical rage for auto-biography’ which Southey forecast has 
waxed and waned and waxed again since his time. Now, in the second half 
of the present century, it appears to have become endemic. The auto- 
biographical habit must have been acquired early in the history of mankind, 
for it can be nothing less than a primitive impulse which finds its varying 
degrees of relief and comfort in the confessional, in the psychiatrist's 
consulting room, or in the reluctantly yielded attention and sympathy of 
some complete stranger in a railway carriage or a "bus. 

Yet although the urge to self-revelation may be universal, the talent for 
effective self-communication is rare. Notwithstanding the quickening pace 
at which autobiographies have appeared in this century, the number meriting 
an assured place in literature does not show a proportional upward trend. 
The ability to strike a balance between honest exposure and decent reticence, 
the tact to distinguish revealing trifles from boring commonplaces, the 
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power to subject one’s self to minute scrutiny without false modesty and 
without crude conceit—all this demands either the highest measure of 
literary skill or, preferably, an absolute innocence of mind and heart. 

The first known English autobiography lay neglected in manuscript for 
five hundred years. The Book of Margery Kempe, a religious ecstatic’s story 
taken down ‘from her own tongue’ by a priest about 1436, was intended as 
a work of devotion, but present-day readers may cherish it at least as much 
for its unique presentation of a woman in whom holiness did not swamp 
an enchantingly human feminine silliness and wifely tiresomeness. A modern 
version of it byW. Butler Bowdon was issued in the World’s Classics in 1954 
(Oxford University Press, 5s.). 


The Book of Margery Kempe is a triumph of saintly artlessness set down 
some three centuries before a fashion for ‘character’ writing led Abraham 
Cowley (1618-67) to turn a perspective glass upon himself in ‘Of Myself’ 
(in Selected English Essays, 1949, Oxford University Press, 8s.6d.), possibly 
the first published conscious and undisguised attempt at self-portraiture. 
The Journal of George Fox (1624-91) appeared three years after the death 
of its author, the founder of the Society of Friends (Quakers), and is of 
threefold interest: as a manifesto of Quaker principles, as a primary docu- 
ment in seventeenth-century religious history, and as a revelation of Fox 
himself (1952, reprint, ed. Nickalls, Cambridge University Press, 21:.). 


The modern practice of autobiography owes much to the discovery and 
transcription of the Diary of Samuel Pepys, which first came out in an 
abridgement in 1825. Though he wrote in shorthand, complicated by 
occasional resort to cipher, it is far from certain that Pepys (1633-1703) 
expected no one but himself to read it. The wonder is that, although he left 
the Diary with his other books to Magdalene College, Cambridge, it 
received no particular attention until he had been dead a hundred years. 
Now, more than a century after its first publication, it is established among 
scholars as an indispensable historical document and among all readers as an 
untouched portrait of a man who took whatever life offered, and enjoyed it 
on all levels of taste, low and high (1949, ed. Wheatley, 3 vols., Bell, 84s.; 
1947, Everybody's Pepys, ed. Morshead, Bell, 15s.; 1953, ed. Bright and 
Warrington, 3 vols., Everyman’s Library, Dent, 7s. each vol.). 


Pepys still awaits a definitive edition which has been long in preparation. 
This will be printed from a complete new transcript of the original manu- 
script, eliminating the errors of earlier transcribers and taking in as much 
as is allowable of the passages hitherto omitted (Bell; no date can yet be 
given). A full and final transcription of the Diary of John Evelyn on which 
Mr. E. S. de Beer spent twenty-five years appeared last year (1955, Oxford 
University Press, 6 vols., £15 15s.), superseding the abridged first edition 
of 1818. Whereas Evelyn wrote during the years 1641-1706, bridging the 
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period from Charles I to Queen Anne, Pepys’s Diary runs only from 1664 
to 1669, the early part of Charles II’s reign. Where the two deal with the 
same events, ¢.g., the Great Plague and the Great Fire of London, Pepys’s 
eye for minutiae which help to recreate the scene make him a living witness 
against whose vivid and lively prose Evelyn’s sober record seems static and 
impersonal (1952, reprint, 2 vols., Everyman's Library, Dent, 5s. each vol.). 


The Journal of John Wesley (1703-91) is among the major classics of 
autobiographical literature, for its author’s outstanding personality would 
have made him a man of mark in any chosen way of life. As founder of the 
Methodist churches and as a leader in the Evangelical Revival which trans- 
formed religious history and also made an indelible impression on social 
relationships, Wesley had a great story to tell and he told it worthily in 
befitting prose (1909, Epworth Press, 8 vols., 80s.; 1952, abridged edition, 
8s.6d.; 1952, reprint, 4 vols., Everyman's Library, Dent, ss. per vol.). 
While the ardours of evangelism were keeping Wesley’s abounding energies 
fully engaged, an obscure Church of England rector, the Rev. James 
Woodforde (1740-1803), was compiling a very different sort of auto- 
biographical account, first published between 1924 and 1931. The Diary of 
a Country Parson 1758-1802 (1949, selections, ed. Beresford, World’s Classics, 
Oxford University Press, 8s.6d.) gives Woodforde’s day-by-day jottings of 
simple pleasures and cares in a Norfolk village, Weston Longeville, at a 
time when, in spite of international disturbances, a parson could write with 
constantly renewed satisfaction of his plentiful table and note without 
apology his trafficking with smugglers. 


Memoirs of My Life and Writings by Edward Gibbon (1737-94) throws 
light upon the personality of the author of one of the world’s greatest 
historical works, The Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire. Gibbon’s account 
of his sensations on finishing the monumental undertaking is among the 
most moving passages in literature, while the biting references to his 
education at Oxford and the admission of his subjection of romance to a 
sense of filial duty—'‘I sighed as a lover, I obeyed as a son’—are scarcely less 
memorable. (Reprints: World’s Classics, Oxford University Press, $s.; 
Everyman's Library, Dent, ss.). 

The discovery in the nineteen-twenties and "thirties of a vast accumulation 
of unpublished personal papers of James Boswell (1740-95) was an event of 
which the total importance cannot be gauged until, years hence, publication 
is completed. Meanwhile, several volumes of autobiographical material have 
been issued, beginning with Boswell’s London Journal (1950, general edition, 
Heinemann, 21s.). These show Boswell in a new aspect, but although the 
London Journal received most immediate attention on account of its parade 
of his shabby amours, its lasting interest is in its account of London life in 
the eighteenth century, with the author himself moving now avidly in the 
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foreground among nobility and literari, now prowling in the alleys and 
stews among the drabs. 

What the poetry of Wordsworth owed to the devotion and sensibilities 
of his sister Dorothy can never be precisely calculated. Yet the many 
exquisite passages dealing with their home life in the Journals (1942, and 
reprinted, ed. de Selincourt, 2 vols., Macmillan, 42s.) of Dorothy Words- 
worth (1771-1855) leave no room for doubt that the man was constantly 
nurtured and the poet not seldom inspired by Dorothy. 


Until the eighteen-twenties, autobiographical writings were a fugitive 
kind of literature existing mainly in diaries and journals, many of which 
barely survived the hazards of time and decay. If the word ‘autobiography’ 
had been current before the beginning of the nineteenth century, it might 
have implanted earlier in more heads the thought that a man’s history of 
hirnself may gratify a common curiosity. In The Confessions of an English 
Opium-Eater (1822. Reprints: Everyman's Library, Dent, 5s.; World’s 
Classics, Oxford University Press, 5s.) Thomas De Quincey (1785-1859) was 
the first to attempt a wholly subjective personal portrait for public exposure. 
His declaration, ‘I have no shame, nor have any reason to feel it’, points the 
intention and sets the tone of the whole book. The author exhibits freely his 
weaknesses and indulgences, often in passages of incomparable prose. 

Like De Quincey, Leigh Hunt (1784-1859) was well acquainted with the 
poets and other writers of his generation, but whereas De Quincey shed 
discretion—indeed, he cultivated indiscretion—Leigh Hunt’s Autobiography 
(1850. Reprint, World’s Classics, Oxford University Press, 8s.6d.) preserves 
a decent reticence without drifting into dullness or practising evasion. His 
personal story touches the life and events of the period at many points, and 
if it makes no pretence to tell all it nevertheless tells enough to ensure liking 
for the teller. 

Benjamin Robert Haydon (1786-1846) strove anxiously and often angrily 
for acceptance as a great painter. His failure ended in suicide, but although 
almost forgotten as a pictorial artist he is remembered by readers of the 
Autobiography published posthumously (1853. Autobiography and Journals, 
1950, Macdonald, 12s.6d.). If this makes Haydon no more likeable in print 
than he seems to have been in the flesh, it yet recreates him as he was in his 
own sight and fascinates as a self-study by a man who longed to be a 
colossus. 

A principal attraction of autobiographical writing is that its capacity to 
interest and enlighten does not depend upon intellectual or social eminence 
in the author. The Wynne Diaries 1789-1820 (1935-40. 1952, selections, 
World’s Classics, Oxford University Press, 8s.6d.), found in manuscript in 
1928, record the small doings at home and abroad of the Wynne sisters and 
their circle. Most part was written by Elizabeth (Betsey) Wynne, who began

to diarise at the age of ten, and she and her younger sister Eugenia appear to 
have been as sharp and precocious in detecting human absurdity as Jane 
Austen began to be during her adolescence. 

The Reminiscences of Thomas Carlyle (1795-1881) are less read now than 
they might otherwise be if their material had not been absorbed into many 
later writings on Carlyle and his wife Jane Welsh. Moreover, the 
Reminiscences, edited and published (1881) by James Anthony Froude a few 
months after the author’s death, incensed the Victorians, since Carlyle was 
shown as less worshipful and more averagely humar. than his admirers and 
disciples wished to believe him (Reprint, Everyman's Library, Dent, 5s.). 

Even if in some passages the Autobiography of John Stuart Mill (1806-73) 
(1873. Reprint, World’s Classics, Oxford University Press, ss.) confirms 
Carlyle’s view of political economy as the ‘Dismal Science’, the early 
chapters will continue to attract, and perhaps to astound, as an account of a 
Victorian education. A brief sketch of his life by Charles Darwin (1809-82), 
author of The Origin of Species, was incorporated in the biography written 
by his son, and has since been reprinted separately as the Autobiography of 
Charles Darwin (1949, reprint, Thinker’s Library, Watts, 1s. 6d.). 

The robust common sense of Anthony Trollope (1815-82) makes his 
Autobiography (1883. Reprint 1950, Oxford University Press: Oxford 
Illustrated. Trollope, 18s.; and World’s Classics, 5s.) one of the most satisfying. 
The long-held opinion that its unromantic account of the business of novel- 
writing destroyed Trollope’s popularity for a whole generation has lately 
been questioned, but the fact that he regarded himself as a painstaking 
craftsman, not an inspired genius, gives his autobiography the special 
interest which belongs to any man’s honest account of himself at work. 

Praeterita: Outlines of Scenes and Thoughts perhaps Worthy of Memory in 
my Past Life was a series of autobiographical fragments issued serially 
(1885-9) and left uncompleted when John Ruskin (1819-1900) died (1949, 
reprint, Hart-Davis, 15s.). William Hale White (1831-1913) wrote in semi- 
fictional form of his own disturbed spiritual pilgrimage in The Autobiography 
of Mark Rutherford (1881), a much respected but also much neglected book 
which deserves to be restored to print, though its audience will always be 
restricted. The Rev. Francis Kilvert (1840-79) had few spiritual disturbances. 
In the country parishes he served, his eye and mind were more enthusiastically 
engaged by external nature and earthly delights than by divine concerns. 
Kilvert’s Diary 1870-79 (first published 1938-40 in 3 vols., ed. Plomer; 1944, 
selections, Cape, 1os.6d.) has taken a deserved place beside Pepys and 
Parson Woodforde. 


Mr. A. C. Ward, whose writings include Twentieth-Century Literature, 1901-1940 is also the 
author of other books on literature and on painting. He wrote the pamphlet on Bernard Shaw 
in the Bibliographical Supplements to British Book News, and later a full study of Shaw in 
Longmans’ ‘Men and Books’ series. He has edited several volumes in the ‘World’s Classics’ 
series and has recently completed an Illustrated History of English Literature in three volumes.

SUBJECT-INDEX TO THE LONDON LIBRARY. Vol. 4, 
1938-1953. London Library, 189s. 1955. 28 cm. 812 pages. 
Recognised by bookmen since the first volume was published in 1909 as one of the 
finest bibliographical tools, and by cataloguers as an admirable source of information, 
the Subject-Index provides a first-class subject guide to the very important collection 
of books in one of the most famous of subscription libraries. The earlier volumes 
were edited by Sir Charles Hagberg Wright and C. J. Purnell, former librarians of 
the London Library, but this volume bears no compiler’s name on the title page. 
In the preface however, tribute is paid by the Librarian to the senior members of the 
staff who shared the responsibility for the work. They have given invaluable service 
to a much wider reading public than the members of the Library for whom the 
Subject-Index is primarily intended. (016) 


THE YEAR’S WORK IN ENGLISH STUDIES. Vol. XXXIV, 
1953. Edited by Frederick $. Boas and Beatrice White. Oxford University Press for 
the English Association, 25s. 1955. 22 cm. 338 pages. Indexes. 

Although the majority of the writings surveyed in this valuable critical annual are 

British books and periodicals, a great deal of attention is also paid to studies emanating 

from Europe and America, particularly from the American university presses. The 

contents are arranged chronologically from Old English to The Nineteenth Century 
and After, with three chapters on General Works in Literary History and Criticism, 
on English Language, and on Bibliographica. The team of scholars gathered together 
by the editors shows a number of changes as compared with the previous volumes, 
but the new contributors, while expressing their own views on the various studies, 
carry on the traditional technique which has proved so acceptable in the past.

HANDBOOK OF SPECIAL LIBRARIANSHIP AND INFORMA- 
TION WORK. General Editor: Wilfred Ashworth. Aslib, 50s. 1956. 22 cm. 
396 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliographies. Index. 

For some time there has been a need for a comprehensive manual on special librarian- 

ship and this work seems to meet it most admirably. It is designed to help librarians 

working in a particular subject field and subject specialists working as 
librarians. Furthermore there is much in it which will be helpful to the administrative 
staff of organisations which have under consideration the establishment of information 
and library services. A competent and experienced group of people deals with every 
aspect of the work involved in administering an efficient special library and 
information service, and, in addition to those to whom the book is directly 
addressed, the librarian of a general library will derive considerable benefit from it.

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PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


REASON AND LIFE. The Introduction to Philosophy. Julién Marias. 
Translated from the Spanish by Kenneth S. Reid and Edward Sarmiento. 
Hollis & Carter, 35s. 1956. 22 cm. 428 pages. Indexes. 

This is not simply another ‘introduction to philosophy’; it is the introduction to 

philosophy—that is to say, it shows how the experience of ordinary living in our age 

obliges the individual to reflect systematically upon the world and upon human 
existence. A man starts to talk and to act; in a moment he finds himself confronting 
problems both theoretical and practical which raise philosophical issues. In writing 
his book, the author has sdented a similar method. He starts talking, the talk acquires 
depth and subtlety, until finally the problems of logic, metaphysics, history and 
theology emerge as if by their own momentum. The two translators have rendered 
into fluent English a book of originality and distinction. (100) 


THE ROMAN MIND. Studies in the History of Thought from Cicero 
to Marcus Aurelius. M. L. Clarke. Cohen & West, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 176 pages. 
Notes. Index. 

Professor Clarke surveys the adaptation of the philosophic ideas, mainly political, 

ethical, and religious, taken over by Rome from Greece. The period studied is 

approximately that from Cicero to Marcus Aurelius. The impact of Stoicism and 

Epicureanism, the religious policy of Augustus, the new political ideas under the 

Empire, and the growth of humanitas, are among the matters discussed. The book is 

written in an easy and readable style, and Latin quotations are translated into English. 

Extensive notes follow the final chapter, and there is an adequate index. The book 

will be useful to Latinists and non-Latinists alike. (180-937) 


CONFUCIAN ANALECTS. Translated from the Chinese and introduced 
by Ezra Pound. Peter Owen, 16s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 136 pages. 
The translations of Ezra Pound have always aroused controversy. While the academic 
critic has condemned their lack of scholarship, the public has enjoyed them as 
conveying the ‘feel’ of the original. This is particularly true of the exquisite translations 
of Chinese poetry in Cathay. In prose, Pound has been no less successful in his own 
way. This volume of the Analects seeks to render the sense of the original in language 
not merely of common men but of the 20th century common man. Although he 
appears to write in epigrams, Confucius is a philosopher who, as Pound says, achieves 
brevity by omitting all discussion of errors. Nor is he concerned merely to turn an 
elegant phrase. In Book XV, 40, his attitude is neatly summed up: ‘Problem of style? 
Get the meaning across and then stop.’ (181-1) 


EPICURUS AND HIS GODS (Epicure et ses Dieux). A. J. Festugiére. 
Translated from the French by C. W. Chilton. Blackwell (Oxford), 9s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 116 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Father Festugiére is a brilliant interpreter of Greek religion and philosophy. It was 

right that his Epicure et ses Dieux, first published in 1946, should be given to the 

English-reading public, and Mr. Chilton has produced an idiomatic and readable 

translation. Epicurus’s conception of divinity, which was a protest both against 

traditional supersititions and against Platonic theology, is explained with clarity and 
sympathy. Each chapter is followed by concentrated notes consisting largely of 
documentation from texts not easily available to general readers. The book will be 

useful to all students of Greek philosophy and of the history of religion. (187)

APPROACHES TO GOD. Jacques Maritain. Translated from the French 
by Peter O'Reilly. Allen & Unwin, 8s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 116 pages. Diagram. 
(World Perspectives) 

The prolific French philosopher and theologian achieves in this book a masterly 

feat of compression. His aim is to summarise the various ‘ways’ in which the human 

mind may arrive at a knowledge and realisation of supernatural reality. The first way 
is that of pre-philosophical or natural knowledge: this section is argued with great 
cogency. Then follow the five ways expounded ‘with royal simplicity’ by St. Thomas 

Aquinas but common to all the great theologians. A sixth way follows from an 

examination of the nature of intelligence itself. This leads to the conclusion that the 

self, at a certain level, enjoys a supra-natural existence. Finally there is a ‘way’ through 
the world of imaginative vision. The importance of his simply written book is 

greater than its modest dimensions would suggest. (201) 


AN ENCYCLOPEDIA OF RELIGION. Edited by Vergilius Ferm. 
Peter Owen, 63s. 1956. 23-5 cm. 864 pages. Bibliographies. 
The editor, in compiling this ambitious volume, has assembled a wide variety of 
contributors from the United States including Protestant, Roman Catholic and 
Jewish scholars. There are few topics of religious interest which are not represented, 
and an attempt has been made, often highly successful, to present information in a 
form that is intelligible to the non-specialist. In addition to articles on the theology, 
worship and philosophy of the main religions, biographies find a place and technical 
terms which need explanation are given separate treatment. Some of the contributions 
(c.g. “biblical theology’) suggest that the writers are not concerned with some of the 
more important developments in theological thought. The bibliographies appended 
to the principal articles do not take us beyond 1940 in a number of instances which 
have been examined. Within its limits, however, the book will serve as a convenient 
work of reference. (203) 


THE OLD TESTAMENT SINCE THE REFORMATION. 
Emil G. Kracling. Lutterworth Press, 27s.6d. 1955. 22 cm. 320 pages. Notes. 
Indexes. (Lutterworth Library, Vol. XLVII) 

Packed with information based on extensive study, this volume reviews descriptively 

the solutions which have been offered since the Reformation to the problem of 

whether the Old Testament should have any authority for the Christian, and, if so, 
how that authority is to be defined. Clearly and fairly each solution selected is 
delineated and put in its historical context, whether that be, for example, the rise of 

Biblical Criticism or of National Socialism. There is no comparable modern study, 

and theologians and biblical scholars will find it indispensable, revealing and 

challenging. The author was formerly Associate Professor of Old Testament in the 

Union Theological Seminary, New York. (221) 


THE BOOK OF DANIEL. Introduction and Commentary by E. W. 
Heaton. S.C.M. Press, 128.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 252 pages. Bibliography. (Torch 
Bible Commentaries) 

In this rather larger than usual addition to the Torch series Canon Heaton of Salisbury 

Cathedral deals with a book which has been widely misinterpreted. In some 95 pages 

he deals with the composition, background, interpretation, and influence of Daniel, 

noting where necessary the views of others, particularly those of C. H. Dodd, but 
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making his own judgments also, as when he regards the later section of Daniel as a 
commentary on chapters 1-7. The rest of the work indicates, by paragraph titles and 
notes, the meaning and teaching of the text. This is a fresh and interesting book which 
will appeal to both student and general reader. (224°5) 


OTHERWORLDLINESS AND THE NEW TESTAMENT. 
Amos N. Wilder. S.C.M. Press, 7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 126 pages. Index. 


The Professor of New Testament Interpretation at Harvard Divinity School seeks 
to dispel the prevalent notion that Christianity is escapist and irrelevant to modern 
issues. While he recognises that the New Testament makes use of an otherworldly 
symbolism, he argues that its symbols, far from involving a dichotomy between the 
Gospel and human life, are themselves rooted in concrete experience and should be 
interpreted in the light of their original context. Dr. Wilder has a lively mind and the 
discussion is in some places fresh and illuminating. The chapters which deal with 
the Jesus of history and the resurrection faith hardly do justice to New Testament 


theology. (225) 


ENGLISH THOUGHT, 1860-1900. The Theological Aspect. L. E. 
Elliott-Binns. Longmans, 28s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 398 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Elliott-Binns writes with an intimate knowledge of the period and, in lucid style, 
describes not simply the main ideas which emerged during the last forty years of the 
nineteenth century but the intellectual and social milieu to which they belong. Owing 
to the impact of natural science, philosophy, archaeology and biblical studies upon 
theological dogma, theologians were summoned to address themselves to a new and 
complex situation. We are given a detailed survey of the problems which the 
development of secular knowledge forced on the attention of the Church, and 
the chapters on the challenge presented by natural science, biblical criticism and 
comparative religion are particularly valuable. Although, as this volume reveals, 
theologians sought to take account of rapid intellectual changes, it cannot be said 
that they fully recognised the necessity for rethinking and restating their own religious 
convictions in the light of continuing revelation. (230) 


CHRIST AND THE MODERN OPPORTUNITY. Charles E. 
Raven. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 88 pages. 
This volume comprises addresses delivered by Canon Raven at McGill University, 
Montreal, in connection with an interdenominational mission to students. Its central 
aim is to present against the background of the changing and unchanging needs of 
our age the claim of Christ to be the hope of the world. That claim is considered in 
relation to scientific thought, social problems, the individual, and organised 
Christianity. The addresses are a reproduction of a tape-recording and retain the 
intimacy and glowing conviction with which they were delivered. Canon Raven 
knows his constituency as well as his message. (230) 


THE NEW MAN. Christianity and Man’s Coming of Age. The Alexander 
Love Lectures, 1955. Ronald Gregor Smith. S.C.M. Press, 10s.6d. 1956. 22 cm. 
120 pages. Indexes. 

In these stimulating lectures, the author shows that in the Bible God is linked with 

His people through history and that His transcendent power is not something apart 

from the life off man but rather revealed within it. The Renaissance and the 

Reformation, it is submitted, for different reasons failed to fulfil their promise of 
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recovering man’s historical destiny. A consideration of the thought of Buber, 
Bultmann and Tillich leads to the conclusion illustrated from the letters of Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer that the transcendent God faces man in and through others in the life of 
the community. Thus the new man is born. (230) 


THE VIRGIN MARY. The Roman Catholic Marian Doctrine. Giovanni 
Miegge. Translated from the Italian by Waldo Smith. Lutterworth Press, 21s. 1955. 
22°5 cm. 196 pages. Indexes. 

The growth of Mariology, which is an integral part of the theology of the Roman 

Catholic Church, has received little attention from Protestant writers. This volume, 

by the Professor of Church History at the Waldensian Faculty of Theology, Rome, 

is to be commended on the ground of its learning and judicial character. The place 
given to Mary in Scripture is examined in detail, and the author then deals with the 
nature and development of the cult of the Virgin, with special reference to the 
doctrine of the Assumption and the Immaculate Conception. There are also important 
chapters on Mary as the mother of God and co-redemptress, with some concluding 
observations on her role in dogma and devotion. If a better understanding between 
religious communions depends in part on a frank recognition of fundamental 
differences, this book, which is candid yet free from acrimony, is a notable contribution 
to Christian unity. (232-93) 


SEVEN STEPS TO HEAVEN. J. W. C. Wand. Longmans, 5s. cased 
edition; 3s. paper covers. 1956. 16-5 cm. 108 pages. 
Upon his retirement from the bishopric of London, Dr. Wand had a desire, which is 
fulfilled in this admirable ‘Lent Book’, to present to his diocese the substance of his 
spiritual teaching during the past ten years. He deals with the goal of the Christian 
life and the way to it. The goal is heaven, which begins not beyond the grave but 
here and now, since it is life lived consciously in God. The various steps to heaven— 
awakening, purgation, illumination, discipline, love, contemplation and union with 


Christ—are described with a clarity that comes of deep religious insight. (240) 


MEDITATIONS OF A BELIEVER. Marcel Légaut. Translated from 
the French by Siegwalt O. Palleske and Suzanne Palleske. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
15s. 1955. I9 cm. 252 pages. 

Marcel Légaut was until 1940 Professor of Mechanics in the University of Rennes, 

but, as the result of a spiritual awakening, has left the city for a remote part of France 

where he lives the life of a shepherd and is visited every year by many who seek 

religious direction. This book is a transcript from his own experience and is a 

of meditations, interspersed with prayers, on the Christian life, its 

conflicts, practice and satisfactions. The meditations are based on biblical passages 

and should prove particularly helpful to those who desire to probe the inner secret 

of religion. (242) 


CHRISTIAN ASCETICISM AND MODERN MAN. Translated 
from the French by Walter Mitchell and the Carisbrooke Dominicans. Blackfriars 
Publications, 16s. 1956. 22°5 274 pages. 

This book consists of a series of illuminating and learned papers by French theologians, 

doctors and psychologists, and its purpose is to consider the meaning and place of 

asceticism in relation to its history and to contemporary needs. The first part, which 
deals with traditional Christian teaching, including the New Testament, the 
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Patristic period and the Middle Ages, is followed by a discussion of the theological, 
medical and psychological aspects of the subject. It is contended that asceticism is still 
necessary, that it is primarily an instrument of love and that it may legitimately vary 
in spirit and method. (248) 


OLD PRIEST AND NEW PRESBYTER.  Episcopacy and 
Presbyterianism since the Reformation with especial relation to the Churches of 
England and Scotland. Norman Sykes. Cambridge University Press, 27s.6d. 1956. 
22°5 cm. 274 pages. Index. 

This perspicuous book elucidates, by examination of the Church of England’s 

relations with other reformed churches, and by copious quotation from eminent 

divines, its teaching about episcopacy and the validity of non-episcopalian orders, 

The learned author concludes that its ‘central tradition’ is one of respect for the 

apostolicity and continuous history of its inherited episcopate; of fraternal sympathy 

towards churches whose succession of bishops was broken by the exigencies of 
reformation; and of charitable insistence that the historic and practical substance 
of episcopacy must be incorporated in any plans for Christian reunion. He maintains 
that the sacramental prerogative fathered on the episcopal succession by Anglo- 
Catholics is as unhistorical applied to this central Anglican tradition as it is to the 
Early Church. (262-12) 


FLYING ANGEL. The Story of the Missions to Seamen. L. A. G. Strong. 
Methuen, 15s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 200 pages. 12 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Among the many missionary and philanthropic ministries of the Christian Church, 
the work of caring for the needs of Merchant Seamen is too little known, and this 
admirably written story fills a gap. In vivid word-pictures, the author describes the 
sporadic efforts which preceded the establishment of the Missions to Seamen as a 
voluntary society in 1856, the work that is being accomplished today and the fine 
record of the society during two world wars. (266) 


THOMAS CRANMER, THEOLOGIAN. G. W._ Bromiley. 
Lutterworth Press, 128.6d. 1956. 22 cm. 136 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
In this well-balanced and competent assessment of a controversial figure who has 
exercised on any showing a wide influence throughout the Anglican communion 
and beyond, Dr. Bromiley surveys the achievements of Cranmer as a theologian. 
The reformer’s teaching is examined with special reference to the doctrines of 
Scripture and tradition, justification, the Church and ministry and the Eucharist. 
While much of Cranmer’s work seems negative owing to the exigencies of 
disputation, we are rightly reminded that it contains positive insights which must be 
incorporated in any interpretation of the Christian Faith that lays claim to rest on a 


biblical foundation. (283-42) 


HISTORY OF THE MORAVIAN CHURCH. The Story of the 
First International Protestant Church. Edward Langton. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 
1956. 22°5 cm. 174 pages. 6 plates. Index. 

The author deals first with the relation of the Moravians to John Huss and with the 

founding of the Church of the United Brethren which suffered persecution for two 

centuries. He then recounts the story of the fugitives from Moravia who had retained 
the traditions of their fathers, the reconstitution of the community under Zinzendorf 
at Herrnhut, the relations of Methodists and Moravians, the work of the ‘Brethren’ 
in London and Yorkshire, and constitutional changes and developments. This book 
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bears the marks of detailed research and should awaken renewed interest in what is 
described as the first international Protestant Church. (284-6) 


THE ALL-KNOWING GOD. Researches into early Religion and Culture. 
Raffaele Pettazzoni. Authorised translation from the Italian by H. J. Rose. 
Methuen, 60s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 492 pages. 51 illustrations. Notes. Index. 

By the publication of this monumental work, the author, who is Professor of the 

History of Religions in the University of Rome, has rendered inestimable service to 

scholarship and will earn the gratitude of all students of the history of religions and 

cultural anthropology. He examines the idea of divine omuniscience in its various 
formulations and expressions among particular peoples and countries ranging from 

South Central Africa, the near East and Europe to Asia and South America. It is 

contended that the subject of divine omniscience is not deity in general but a specific 

quality or attribute of some, not all, divine beings, related to the power of universal 
vision and hearing, and omniprescence, and associated with sanctions—usually 
punitive. The extent of the author’s learning is matched by lucidity of presentation. 

Full notes are provided, the illustrations are excellent and the translation is to be 

commended. (291-21) 


BUDDHIST MEDITATION. Edward Conze. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 
1956. 19 cm. 184 pages. Glossary. Bibliography. (Ethical and Religious Classics of 
East and West) 

The author of this volume which is designed to make intelligible to the ordinary 

reader the nature of Buddhist contemplation, is both an oriental scholar and a 

practising psychologist. His aim is to show that the Buddhist doctrine, which is two 

thousand five hundred years old this year, teaches an essentially practical wisdom. 

At the same time he is careful to stress in his introduction how difficult it is for the 

modern individual to realise in his daily life the ideals of Buddhist renunciation. 

The purpose of his selection of classical texts, based largely on Buddhaghosa’s treatise 

The Path of Purity, is to distil the essence of Buddhist thought, leaving the reader to 

pursue his own researches and form his own conclusions. (294°3) 


THE BUDDHA’S LAW AMONG THE BIRDS. Translation from 
the Tibetan original and Commentary by Edward Conze. Cassirer (Oxford): 
distributed by Faber, 10s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 66 pages. 12 illustrations. Notes. 

This charming little book contains the first English translation of a poem written by an 

unknown Tibetan Lama of the 17th or 18th century. It relates the story of a 

Bodhisattva who, taking the form of a cuckoo, endeavoured to convert the birds 

of the Himalayas to Buddhism. A Council of Birds is summoned and each one in 

turn addresses the Great Bird in his own language. As a result of the arguments of 
the Cuckoo, the birds resolve to follow the new teaching by renouncing the world 
of illusion, Samsara, and endeavouring to attain Nirvana, the state of blessedness. 

Only the raven and the kite, birds of avarice and greed, refuse conversion. Dr. Conze, 

the great Buddhist scholar, has made an admirable translation of a poem not devoid 

of profundity. He has also provided essential notes. (294-32) 


THE TEACHINGS OF THE MAGI. A Compendium of Zoroastrian 
Beliefs. R. C. Zaechner. Allen & Unwin, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 156 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. (Ethical and Religious Classics of East and West) 


Professor Zachner here presents in translation, with a useful modicum of annotation 
and commentary, some extracts from the so-called Pahlavi texts of Zoroastrianism. 
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They give a uniquely rounded picture of the beliefs and practices of the established 
religion of Persia during the centuries immediately preceding the Muslim conquest, 
and they are of considerable relevance to the faith which has endured to our own 
day, albeit in a reduced and altered condition, in Persia and the Indian sub-continent. 
Despite its comparative smallness, this work is an important link in the series to which 
it belongs. (295) 


THE KORAN INTERPRETED. Vol. L SURAS I-XX. Vol. Il. SURAS 
XXI-CXIV. Arthur J. Arberry. Allen & Unwin, 45s. the set. 1956. 22-5 cm.

In this rendering of the Koran Professor Arberry claims, with a fair measure of 

justice, to have attempted something entirely novel: an English version which should 

not only faithfully follow the Arabic sense, as far as possible, but also bring out 
something of the incomparable merits perceived in the original by Muslims, 
particularly by those possessed of a lifelong and profound feeling for the Arabic 
tongue. That, inevitably, complete success has not attended this attempt is no reason 
why it should not have been made, or why it should not at some future date be 
made again. The non-expert English reader is introduced to a fresher and more 
fruitful experience than hitherto, though he, even more than the scholar of Arabic, 
will deplore the total lack of annotation. (297)

SUICIDE IN LONDON. An _ Ecological Study. Peter Sainsbury. 
Chapman & Hall for the Institute of Psychiatry, 15s. 1955. 25 cm. 116 pages. 6 maps.

The first of a series which will be published three times a year on clinical problems, 
and on basic research in the field of psychiatry. The hypothesis of the present study 
is that suicide rates are highest in those districts in which social mobility and isolation 
are marked and consequently community life is unstable and purposeless. To test 
the hypothesis, the author investigated suicide rates in the twenty-eight Metropolitan 
Boroughs and the City of London and analysed social and other information relatin: 
to 409 suicides reported to the Coroner for North London over a three-year sled 
Dr. Sainsbury’s findings are of great interest to the sociologist, psychologist and 
psychiatrist; so is the scholarly bibliography. (301-46) 


THE EMPIRE AND COMMONWEALTH YEAR BOOK, 1956.

This comprehensive year book has now reached its fifth edition. Its contents are 

divided into three sections: the first contains miscellaneous information, including 

a list of societies and other organisations with Commonwealth interests; the second 

has statistical and other information on the countries of the Commonwealth and 

Empire; and the final portion contains extensive statistics of raw materials 

and commodities. This new edition has been revised and contains, for the first 

time, illustrations and a map.

Part I contains an account of the nature and development of the Commonwealth 
expanded from four pages in 1955 to nineteen in the 1956 List; summaries of Prime 
Ministers’ meetings since 1944; a list of relevant government publications; notes on 
Public Holidays in different Dominions; and an explanation of the arms of the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. Part II gives details of C.R.O. organisation 
at home and abroad and of Commonwealth representatives in the United Kingdom. 
Parts III, IV and V, as in former years, provide notes on the constitutional structure 
and present administration of Commonwealth countries; overseas regulations of 
the C.R.O., and biographical notes on senior members of its staff. (325-342) 


FOREIGN POLICY AND THE DEMOCRATIC PROCESS. 
The Albert Shaw Lectures on Diplomatic History, 1954. Max Beloff. Oxford

Max Beloff is well known for his studies on Soviet foreign policy. In these four 

lectures, delivered in America at Johns Hopkins University in November, 1954, he 

discusses the foreign policy of the U.S.A. in order to show the difficulties encountered 
by democracies, great and small, in formulating and executing a long-range consistent 
foreign policy, particularly towards totalitarian powers. Although this is only a slim 
volume, the argument is closely packed and the subject so important that it should be 
read and re-read by anyone concerned with international affairs today. (327-73)

The long-standing practice of allowing questions to be asked in Parliament is so 
essential a part of the British constitution that it seems strange that until now the 
subject has received little more than passing mention. Mr. Howarth makes good 
the omission in this volume for the historian and the student of government. 
Beginning with 1721, the date of the first recorded question, and continuing to 1881, 
he has selected from the parliamentary histories and debates, and commented upon, 
many questions of significance in the development of democratic aes ,

THE COMMUNIST INTERNATIONAL 1919-1943 DOCUMENTS. 
Selected and edited by Jane Degras. Vol. I: 1919-1922. Oxford University Press 
for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 55s.

The chronological arrangement of this collection, with each document preceded by 

a note on its context and comments on the questions under discussion, made then 

and later by leading Comintern members, enables readers to trace the development 

of the Communist International from its foundation in March, 1919, until after the 
fourth world congress, the last which Lenin attended. The documents presented fall 
into four main groups. The largest contains those giving the aims and objects of the 

Comintern and its general policy on specific questions. Then there are statements on 

current events, letters to and resolutions on the national communist parties and 

finally documents referring to the internal organisation. The translations are from 
the German, the language chiefly used at the four Comintern congresses, but where 

doubt has arisen the Russian text has been consulted. (329) 
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ENGLISH POLITICS IN THE EARLY EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 
Robert Walcott. Oxford University Press, 18s. 1956. 20 cm. 302 pages. Bibliography, 
Index. 

An examination of the political parties between 1701 and 1708 suggests an explanation 

of the early party grouping. It was not so much Whig and Tory policies as the varied 

electoral franchises, the many ‘interests’ determining elections, and the connection of 
the members of the House of Commons with the peerage that shaped the two parties. 

This theory is tested by detailed examination of the election of 1702, the political 

events of 1702-7 and the work of the parliamentary session 1702-9. The author’s 

conclusions throw valuable light on the early history of the party system. (329-942)

COAL IS OUR LIFE. An Analysis of a Yorkshire Mining Community, 
Norman Dennis, Fernando Henriques and Clifford Slaughter. Eyre & 
Spottiswoode, 25s. 1956. 22°$ cm. 256 pages. 9 tables. Index. 

This survey of conditions in a Yorkshire mining town was undertaken by two social 

anthropologists and a sociologist, with financial assistance from the Nuffield 

Foundation, the organiser being Dr. Henriques of Leeds University. It is a revealing 

work both for the sociologist and the general reader; it describes fully the various 

kinds of work which the miner is called upon to do, his hours and rates of pay, his 
trade union activities, and the way he spends his leisure; finally it gives a most 


interesting study of his home conditions and the social attitudes of the community as 
a whole.

HOARE’S BANK: A Record, 1672-1955. The Story of a Private Bank.

Older than the Bank of England, Hoare’s Bank is the only independent survivor of 

more than seven hundred and fifty private banks in England and Wales. It was 

founded by Richard Hoare, goldsmith and later Lord Mayor of London, and has 
remained a family concern; its customers have included such famous people as John 

Dryden, Samuel Pepys and Beau Nash. This beautifully produced record, with its 

excellent portraits, is more than the history of a firm; its numerous extracts from the 


firm’s ledgers, memoranda books and correspondence are full of interest for the 
social and economic historian.

AUSTRALIAN BANKING. J. K. Gifford, J. Vivian Wood and A. J. 
Reitsma. 2nd edition. University of Queensland Press (Brisbane, Australia), 52s.6d.

The second edition of this comprehensive book on Australian banking practice, in 

which the Professor of Economics in the University of Queensland, J. K. Gifford, has 

collaborated, deals not only with the routines of book-keeping and day-to-day cash 
transactions, but also with the wider economic problems associated with the manage- 
ment of finance on a national basis. Thus, discussion of the various aspects of forcign 
exchange and the influence of banking policy on international trade payments forms 
an important section of the book. The authors have tried to show that the Australian 
monetary and banking system, even though embracing private enterprises, can 
operate effectively to control extreme economic fluctuations. (332-10994) 
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THE FINANCE OF FARMING IN GREAT BRITAIN. Shadrach 
G. Hooper. Europa Publications, 25s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 248 pages. Map. 7 graphs.

This book meets the need of bank officials for an explanation of the present-day 

financial problems of farmers, a subject which has been badly neglected. It will also 

interest the agricultural economist and all those concerned with the business aspects 
of farming. Mr. Hooper, who is a bank official with family interests in farming, 
gives tabulated examples of the financial needs of individual Sees engaged in hill 
sheep-farming, stock-rearing, dairying, cropping or intensive farming. He describes 
the types of capital, credit and State aid available, and discusses various practical 
aspects of bank lending, with reference to future policy. (338-1) 


FRUIT. A Review of Production and Trade relating to Fresh, Canned and 
Dried Fruit, Fruit Juices and Wine. H.M. Stationery Office for the Commonwealth

The aim of this annual series is to show the place of the British Commonwealth as 

fruit producer, consumer and exporter; in the process a considerable amount of 

information is necessarily given for foreign countries. The numerous statistical 
tables in this issue cover representative years from 1938 to 1954, and the accompanying 
text, with appendices on such matters as import duties and trade regulations, will fully 
satisfy the needs of traders and producers. The general reader will learn new facts on 
the various sources of individual fruits and the relative demands for fresh, dried and

CAPITAL AND ITS STRUCTURE. L. M. Lachmann. Bell for

The author, who is Professor of Economics and Economic History in the University

economists that a theory of capital is not necessary. His chief object in this book is to 
awaken interest in the fundamental problems of capital and to outline a new theory 
capable of being applied to a variety of economic problems, such as the trade cycle. 

His approach to the subject, which takes full account of the theories of Keynes and 

others, is likely to be widely discussed among economists and advanced students.

procedure in the International Court of Justice, 1951-54. There are notes on matters 
of special interest and on decisions of English Courts involving public and private 

international law, as well as a wide range of book reviews. (341-058) 
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BRITAIN IN WESTERN EUROPE. WEU and the Adantic Alliance. 
A report by a Chatham House study group. Royal Institute of International Affairs, 
73.6d. 1956. 21-5 cm. 122 pages. 

A distinguished group drawn from many walks of life met frequently during the 

course of a year in order to produce this report which follows Defence in the Cold 

War and Atlantic Alliance. in it are surveyed the different plans made since 1947 to 

draw the countries of Western Europe into closer political, economic and military 

union and the part Britain has played, culminating in her membership of Western 

European Union. So much has happened in the international field during the period 

under review that it is extremely illuminating both for the specialist and for the 

ordinary reader to have this succinct account together with the texts of many of 
the important documents and certain pointers as to what our future policy should be.

After a preliminary section, part two 
deals with the admissibility of facts, part three with admissibility of hearsay, part 
four is on means of proof and part five on adductions and assessment, containing 
chapters on burden of proof and cogency.

years. We hear of the creation and progress of the new Ministry of Aircraft

subject, the book is written clearly and concisely, and deserves study by all serious 
students of the Second World War, as well as by those connected in any way with 

production and supply problems.

THE COST OF THE NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE IN 
ENGLAND AND WALES. Brian Abel-Smith and Richard M, 
Titmuss.

107 tables. Index. (National Institute of Economic and Social Research: Occasional 
Papers, XVIII) 

An investigation into the yearly cost of the service in England and Wales from July 

1948 to March 1954 has resulted in this economic analysis, comprising much material 

not available elsewhere in published form and of the greatest importance to 

administrators and medical men in all countries concerned with the rising costs of 
medical care. It emphasises trends in costs, considers the effect of changes in prices and 
of the charges paid by the public, changes in the population using the services, 
and relates respectively current and capital expenditure to national income and total 
capital expenditure in the national economy. Appendices deal with changes in 
particular types of cost and with some social aspects. (362-9)

THE NEW ERA IN EDUCATION. A Comparative Study. LL. 
Kandel. Harrap, 21s. 1955. 21 cm. 406 pages. Index. 
The aim of this important book is to ‘contribute to an understanding of current 
trends in education and influences that have produced them’. Of the four countries 
chosen for study, England, France and America are known to Dr. Kandel from 
direct observation; for his discussions of Russia he has had to depend on the literature 
available in English. Such aspects of post-war development as the expansion of state 
authority, change in cultural environment, the new pattern of reform and reconstruc- 
tion, the equalising of opportunity, increased administrative control and organisation, 
and improvements in the training and status of teachers are discussed in detail and 
with admirable discrimination. Useful book lists are given at the end of each chapter. 
The book is indispensable for the student of education and all interested in the 
development of educational policy.

In this beautifully produced and illustrated book Rosalind Ramirez, a Royal tutor, 
and Ann Driver, children’s broadcaster, describe how an experiment in mime, music 
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and movement was carried out, under their guidance, by children between the ages 
of five and eleven in St. James’s Palace. The authors, who believe that the three Ms 
are as important as the three Rs (reading, writing and arithmetic) give a detailed 
account of the venture, and reproduce scripts of all the mimes and music used. 
The illustrations by John and Isabel Morton-Sale add a visual interpretation to the 
ideas expressed in the text.

THE FIRST FIFTY YEARS OF THE RHODES TRUST AND 
THE RHODES SCHOLARSHIPS 1903-1953. Blackwell (Oxford), 
27s.6d.

Although intended primarily for domestic consumption, this account of the first 

years of the Scholarships founded by Cecil Rhodes at Oxford University should 

have a wide appeal. The four contributors were all instrumental in interpreting and 
carrying out the ideas and ideals embodied in Cecil Rhodes’s will, and are thus able 
to tell the story at first hand. Lord Elton, who has edited the volume, describes the 
history of the Trust and its world-wide activities, and Sir Francis Wylie’s 

reminiscences of the early years, Sir Carleton Allen’s account of the period 1931-52 

and Dr. Frank Aydelotte’s survey of the administration of the Rhodes Scholarships 

in the United States fill in the details. A most readable account of an imaginative and 

far-secing educational endowment.

Professor Pares has already made an important contribution to West Indian economic 
history in his monograph A West India Fortune. Economic historians, students of 
colonial history and many besides will welcome this further study, based on ledgers, 
correspondence and other original sources dating from the 17th and 18th centuries. 
It is a delightful account of the traders, their ships, and their cargoes, including the 
general stores from North America and the return cargoes of sugar, rum and 
molasses.

The Science Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph tells the story of Britain’s atomic 
energy project, which, in ten years, has grown from tiny beginnings to be the basis 
of an industry worth hundreds of millions of pounds. By using information hitherto 
not generally available, by being present at tests of atomic weapons and by talking to 
scientists and engineers who have been associated with the project from the early days, 
the author has acquired sufficient first-hand knowledge to be able to produce a 
convincing picture of the British contribution to the military and peaceful uses of 
nuclear energy. The book is intended for the general reader and, although no attempt 
is made to delve into theoretical aspects, authoritative answers are given to many of 
the questions commonly asked on this subject. (539-76)

METALLURGICAL THERMOCHEMISTRY. O. Kubaschewski and 
E. LI. Evans. 2nd edition. Pergamon Press, 55s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 424 pages. Diagrams. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. (Metal Physics and Physical Metallurgy, No. 1) 

The call for a second edition of this deservedly popular work reflects the growing 

interest in the practical applications of chemical thermodynamics. The first edition 

(1951) has been completely revised and considerably enlarged. The first section deals 

with the theoretical basis of the work, and the second and third sections describe 

experimental methods of determining thermodynamic data and indicate methods of 
estimating data where no reliable experimental figures exist. The next, and largest, 
section of the book contains critically reviewed, tabulated thermochemical data 
including data on heats and entropies of formation, heats of transformation, heat 
capacities, vapour pressures and data on binary metallic solutions. Finally some 
examples of thermochemical treatment of metallurgical problems are given. The 
book is essentially a practical work and will appeal particularly to the extraction 
metallurgist. (541-36) 


PROGRESS IN ORGANIC CHEMISTRY, 3. Edited by J. W. 
Cook. Butterworth, 45s. 1955. 25°5 cm. 282 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography.

The standard in this volume is very high. The articles comprise: Total Synthesis of 

Steroids, I. W. Comforth; Non-Aromatic Compounds, W. Baker and L. F. W. 

McOrme; The Fulvene, E. D. Bergmann; Organic Compounds of Lithinum, 

E. A. Brande; Indole Alkaloids, V. Bockelheide and V. Prelog. That by Comforth 

is particularly good: its specialised title hides a wealth of general organic chemistry, 

and of general principles applying to the synthesis of complex organic compounds. 

The book is of interest both to the chemical student and the research worker. It is 

very well printed and can be highly recommended. (547) 
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MECHANISM OF ORGANIC CHEMICAL REACTIONS 
E. de Barry Barnett. Blackie, 30s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 302 pages. Diagrams. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

This book by the former head of the Chemistry Department of Sir John Cass 

Technical Institute, London, is directed at the chemistry degree student and to older 

organic chemists who require an easily comprehensible survey of a subject which 

has developed greatly during recent years. The book deals comprehensively with 
organic reactions of the most common types. The selection of examples is good and 
their description lucid. Much interesting information on the organic chemistry of the 
reaction is presented, much of which is not available in the standard textbooks 

Consideration of the mechanism of organic reactions does, however, require conte 

knowledge of the methods of physical and theoretical chemistry. Here the treatment 

is excessively elementary and scant. The book is well up to date, and, apart from the 
criticism above, can be recommended. Documentation is somewhat limited, but

Originally published in 1943, this book has been reset and enlarged by the addition 
of three chapters on river regimes, lakes and climate near the ground. It is intended 
for the general reader as well as the undergraduate. The author has the ability to 
explain phenomena briefly, and he has packed much information into a relatively 
small volume. One feels that the reader may occasionally require a more detailed 
exposition, but on the whole the author succeeds in presenting the fundamentals of 
physical geography clearly. The photographs have been well chosen, but some of the 
text illustrations are not up to standard. There are useful lists of references to each 
chapter. (551)

THE OLD STONE AGE. A Study of Palacolithic Times. M. C. Burkitt. 
3rd edition. Bowes & Bowes, 21s. 1956. 20 cm. 270 pages. Numerous illustrations

A new edition of this useful student’s handbook is to be welcomed. The Old Stone 
Age is entirely devoted to the Palaeolithic period, and as it enters only very briefly 
into such swiftly changing matters as human evolution and the origins of cultures 
it has never become conspicuously out of date and the present revisions are slight. 
It is mainly concerned on the one hand with the typology of flint and bone tools 
and on the other with Palaeolithic art. Mr. Burkitt has long been associated with the 
Abbé Breuil in the study of the painting and sculpture of France and Spain and on 
this inspiring subject writes well and with authority. (571-1)

and Biophysical Properties of Transforming Principle, S. Zamenhof; Biophysical 
Aspects of Neuro-Muscular Transmission, I. Del Castillo and B. Katz; Models for 
Biological Excitation Processes, M. F. Franck; Physical Aspects of the Sense Organs, 
H. De Vries. The collection is excellently suited to the needs of research workers in 
biological and cognate subjects who require a balanced up-to-date account—lucid 
rather than comprehensive—of the subjects presented. Several of the articles are also 
suitable for university students. The book is well printed and illustrated.

vernalisation. All the added material has been carefully documented and the biblio- 
graphy now extends to some 750 entries. Students will find that the great value of

of life had to solve it. The results of much recent research on the general relations 
between the activities of hypothalamus, pituitary and adrenal cortex are discussed 
and comparisons are made between their functions in the several groups of vertebrates.

Organisation, prepared the check list in Colombo while acting as a special adviser 

under the Colombo Plan. He has provided a brief diagnosis for each species, together

with adequate illustrations and references. Most of this information has been compiled 
from reliable standard reference works. To countries where this industry plays an 
important part in the economy this work should prove invaluable in the promotion 
of research directed towards the development, conservation and regulation of their 
fisheries.

Miss Howard’s first report on the birds, principally titmice, which she persuaded to 

share her cottage, was made in Birds as Individuals. In this sequel she continues her 

story of intimate observation and gives a remarkably complete account of the lives 
and personalities of the great tits that occupied the cottage and surroundings. The 
idea has frequently been advanced that the best way to study bird behaviour is to 
develop an observation ‘colony’ of birds that are completely free and tame, but not 
in any way ‘domesticated’. Miss Howard has shown brilliantly how this can be done. 
She also shows that it involves responsibilities for the watcher and is not a thing to 
be undertaken lightly.

In these stories every phase of the life of the elephants 
appears: their training, daily work, ailments, individual temperaments, intelligent 
reactions to emergency, even their jokes. There are equally good tales about the 
drivers and fine descriptions of the jungle and jungle life. The second part of the book 
deals with the author’s work with his elephants with the Fourteenth Army in Burma. 
Sincerity and authenticity mark this extraordinary book, which was first published 
in 1950.

CARDIOVASCULAR INNERVATION. G. A. G. Mitchell. Livingstone,

This learned monograph, which follows Professor Mitchell’s Anatomy of the Autonomic 

Nervous System, is an anatomical study of cardiovascular innervation and its function 

in man, with one exception, that the monkey was the subject of investigations on the 

brain stem. Professor Mitchell has studied the vast literature—he gives approximately 

1,000 references—weighed evidence, and experimented, and he presents here a 

comprehensive account, drawing upon embryology, morphology and physiology 

when they serve to elucidate anatomy. As Sir Geoffrey Jefferson mentions in his 
foreword, Professor Mitchell contributes to a subject of which understanding is still 
incomplete some original views of autonomic afferents. This reasoned exposition is 
well aided by the exact drawings of Miss D. Davison, which, with the photo- 
micrographs, admirably illustrate the text. (611) 
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THORACIC SURGERY FOR PHYSIOTHERAPISTS. Gladys 
M. Storey. Faber, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 132 pages. 49 illustrations. Index. 
Miss Storey, who is responsible for physiotherapy in the thoracic unit of St. Thomas's 
Hospital, London, gives a concise account of the main symptoms of the common 
thoracic conditions, of diagnostic and surgical techniques, and pre- and post-operative 
management. This is not a textbook of physiotherapy, so Miss Storey assumes a 
knowledge of current methods, but she gives detailed descriptions of routine treatment 
in typical cases from the admission until the final discharge of the patient. This small 
book clearly indicates the responsibilities of the physiotherapist in the surgical and 
nursing team. (615-8) 


RADIUM THERAPY. Its Physical Aspects and Extensions with 
Radioactive Isotopes. C. W. Wilson. 2nd edition. Baillidre, 37s.6d. 1956. 24 cm. 
296 pages. 21 plates. 73 illustrations in text. 68 tables. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Written by the Principal Physicist in a London hospital, this practical study, to 

which Sir Stanford Cade contributes a foreword, is designed for hospital physicists, 

radiotherapists and students for postgraduate diplomas. Besides dealing with radium 
and radon therapy, the second edition incorporates recent knowledge of the clinical 
uses of radioactive isotopes in pathological conditions requiring beta and gamma 
radiation, omitting only those methods of administration by mouth and injection 
not directly controlled by the radiotherapist. A thorough, admirably documented 
work, it covers theoretical aspects, such as the interaction of high voltage radiation 
and matter, and includes a most useful chapter on protection. There are additional 
appendices in this edition. (615-8) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO POOL EXERCISES. Elizabeth Bolton 
and Diana Goodwin. Livingstone, 5s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 48 pages. 39 diagrams. 3 
musical examples.

Dr. J. W. T. Patterson writes the foreword for this manual by two chartered physio- 

therapists, which comes very opportunely at a time when pool therapy is being 

developed throughout the world for the treatment of rheumatic, arthritic and 
orthopaedic conditions, and of poliomyelitis. After a chapter on basic physics, the 
authors discuss advantages and contra-indications, care of the patient, duration of 
treatment and the apparatus required. They outline the principles of muscle re- 
education, then illustrate and give instructions for graded exercises. The introduction 
should greatly assist physiotherapists new to pool therapy. (615-82) 


A HANDBOOK OF MEDICAL HYPNOSIS. An Introduction for 
Practitioners and Students.

Their experience of lecturing on hypnotherapy to medical and dental students assists 

the authors to present a balanced account of theory, methods of induction, and 

results, one which indicates when the practitioner may safely resort to hypnosis, 
and which has much of interest to offer physicians, surgeons and obstetricians The 
handbook, which is documented, proceeds from a consideration of the hypnotic 
state and its phenomena to chapters on its uses in general medicine, the neuroses, 
surgery, paediatrics, gynaecology, obstetrics and dermatology In these chapters, 
cases, most of them followed up over several years, are described in detail. The law 
is examined and the Hypnotism Act, 1952, printed in full. (615-85)

examples indicate the variety of topic: the treatment of burns, athletic injuries, 
depression, biliary obstruction, acne vulgaris, hypertension, migraine, resuscitation 
of the newborn, orthopaedic treatment of poliomyelitis, long-term management of 
rheumatoid arthritis and antibiotics today.

The author’s aim is to provide an accurate atlas which will convince clinical 
pathologists and physicians of the value of sternal puncture and bone-marrow studies 
as an aid in diagnosis in the early stage of disease, before treatment has obscured its 
pattern. The atlas falls into two halves, the first describing techniques for sternal 
puncture, and the staining and morphology of normal and pathological cells, and 
the second elucidating bone-marrow changes in disease and indications for sternal 
puncture, and also giving tables to facilitate differential diagnosis. The exact coloured 
plates from sternal puncture smears are based on the original paintings of Miss D. 
Davison. (616-15) 


JAMES PARKINSON (1755-1824). A _bicentenary volume of papers 
dealing with Parkinson’s Disease, incorporating the original “Essay on the Shaking 
Palsy’. Edited by Macdonald Critchley with the collaboration of William H.

The bicentenary of Parkinson’s birth was a fitting time for this reprint of the text 

of his monograph ‘Essay on the Shaking Palsy’ which first appeared in 1817. The 

volume opens with a biographical essay and a bibliography of works on Parkinson. 

A section on the nature of the disease, giving the changing views on the subject from 

1871 to the present day, follows the biography and the work ends with an essay on 

the clinical features of Parkinsonism with special reference to physiological issues.

Mr. Adams, who is Consultant Orthopaedic Surgeon to St. Mary’s Hospital, London, 
has written a workmanlike textbook for undergraduate students, orthopaedic nurses 
and physiotherapists, which confines itself to the essentials and sets them out in 
clearly headed sections and paragraphs or tabulates them to facilitate learning. The 
text is concise and clear, ably if not lavishly illustrated. While Mr. Adams has dealt 
with operative technique only on the broadest lines, he has taken great pains to 
elucidate the methods of clinical examination of common orthopaedic conditions, 
and this feature will commend his Outline to the general practitioner also. (617-3) 
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MODERN TRENDS IN ORTHOPAEDICS (Second _ Series). 
Edited by Sir Harry Platt. Butterworth, 65s. 1956. 25 cm. 342 pages. 226 illustrations.

Sir Henry Platt, President of the Royal College of Surgeons, points out in his 

introduction that the subjects chosen for the eleven studies in the second series are 

for the most part rather more specific aspects of the topics of current interest dealt 
with in the first. The two are companion, yet independent volumes; beautifully 
produced and giving references to world literature, they are of great interest to 
orthopaedic surgeons. To give some idea of the range of this work, there are chapters 
on the reconstructive surgery of the hip joint, the use of antibiotics in treatment of 
tuberculous diseases of bones and joints, muscle and tendon transposition in polio- 
myelitis, Pott’s paraplegia and fractures of the neck of the femur. (617-3)

Although this fine volume, now under the joint authorship of the Emeritus Professor 

and the Professor of Obstetrics and Gynaecology, London University, is specially 

designed as a textbook for postgraduate students, with its selected references to key 
papers, it will serve also as a valuable reference book in this field. It deals with basic 
anatomy and physiology, and very fully with pathology, aetiology, diagnosis, 
treatment and management of gynaecological conditions and obstetric abnormalities, 
omitting, however, for the most part, those aspects dealt with in the authors’ 
Antenatal and Postnatal Care. There are four important new chapters in this greatly 
revised edition.

Special features are the exact instructions given for techniques, 
treatment and nursing in normal and abnormal conditions, the examination questions 
appended to each chapter and the excellent illustrations. Only three years after first 
publication, the second edition appears revised throughout. It has been much enlarged 
in the mothercraft section which now includes talks to parents, and introduces or 
extends other sections such as those on anaemia, pulmonary hyaline membrane, 
post-maturity, Pitocin drip in the induction of labour, and hepatic necrosis. (618)

The book deals exhaustively with the installation and maintenance of electrical plant 

in a factory. It provides a general guide to the selection and use of electrical equipment, 

and gives the necessary information on distribution, cable and wiring systems.

The usefulness of this series on radio theory and technique is by no means confined to 

the fighting services. The present volume deals with the theory of electronic devices 

including thermonic valves, cathode ray tubes, semi-conductors and photo-cells. It 
is written to meet the needs of three classes of readers: the text read as a continuous 
whole is suitable for the technician; by omitting certain marked sections, the 
remainder forms a textbook for the beginner; and the more advanced reader is 
catered for by the addition of mathematical proofs and analyses in the form of 
appendices to each chapter. At each level the treatment is thorough and up to date, 
and in dealing with certain well-known phenomena the author has adopted an 
entirely new approach which promotes a clearer understanding of the processes 
involved.

The service engineer and the recording enthusiast will be particularly interested in 

the information which has been collected here. The development, the theory, and 

the practice of magnetic recording, by means of both tape and wire, are adequately 
covered, and full descriptions and circuits of some commercial equipments of all 
types are provided. There is a special chapter on maintenance and servicing, and an 
unusual feature is the provision of a series of appendices concerning the law of 
copyright, etc., as applied to recording. The book should be of particular value to 
service engineers who have to cover the maintenance of recording systems.

Information on this subject has not previously been collected in so handy a volume, 
being mostly in the form of articles in technical journals. The subject is dealt with 
in a logical and readable manner, descriptions being given of the various causes, the 
effects, and the appropriate cure; this last part includes a description of method 
measurement, location of source, and the avoidance of interference. The fact that the 
suppression filter is likely to be an addition to the existing electrical apparatus is 
recognised as providing an additional hazard to safety and a chapter is devoted to 
this aspect. The book should be of especial value to service engineers. (621-384)

PETROLEUM AND ITS COMBUSTION IN DIESEL ENGINES. 
With Special Reference to the Use of Residual Fuels. John Lamb. Griffin, 26s. 
1955. 19°§ cm. 272 pages. 42 illustrations including diagrams. Tables. Index. 

A practical treatise on petroleum fuels for marine compression-ignition engines. 

The production, physical properties and combustion characteristics of various 

petroleum fuels are surveyed. There is a useful chapter on the purification of residual 

fuels. The book contains much practical advice to marine engineers concerned with 
saving fuel and with the maintenance of diesel engines in motorships. The author has 
had much experience in this specialised field, but some of his statements are open to 
criticism, and he repeats himself in various chapters. It would have been advantageous 
to combine chapters 5 and 7. (621-436)

CHERISH THE SEA: A History of Sail. Jean de la Varende. Translated 
from the French by Mervyn Savill. Sidgwick & Jackson, 30s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 
360 pages. 14 illustrations. 172 drawings by the author. Glossary. 
A translation of La Navigation Sentimentale (originally published in Paris in 1952). 
It is not so much a ‘history of sail’, as its English sub-title states, but consists rather of 
musings—the author’s own word—about ships, arising from affection, experience, and 
a family connection with the French Navy. The first part covers classical times, and 
then proceeds to the Vikings and the Crusaders; later sections treat of Malta, 
Portugal, Spain—including a splendid account of the battle of Lepanto—England, 
Holland and France. The emphasis is upon design, and the use of ships in war, and 
the author is invariably illuminating. His line drawings are delightful, as is his choice 
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of plates, but in view of the care that has gone into this valuable production, which 
includes a glossary absent from the French original, it is a pity that an index was not 
provided.

ACROSS THE HIGH FRONTIER. W. R. Lundgren. Foreword 
by General Doolittle. Gollancz, 16s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 240 pages. 12 photographs. 
During the last war Major Yeager was a distinguished fighter pilot. Later he became 
one of the best test pilots in the U.S.A., and in 1947 he was the first man to break the 
sound barrier in a Bell X-1 aircraft. A large part of the book deals with this notable 
pioneer flight and all the elaborate preparation and trials that were necessary to make 
it possible. In addition there are exciting accounts of this pilot’s experiences during 
the following years as he rapidly increased his speed until at a height of 70,000 ft. he 
reached the remarkable figure of 1,650 miles an hour. During several of these 
dangerous tests he had mishaps and adventures that would have overwhelmed a 
lesser man. The author gives a very human account of Yeager’s life and experiences.

SUPERSONIC AIRCRAFT. Roy Cross. Macdonald, 6s.6d. boards. Obl. 
24°5 cm. 62 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). Endpaper photographs 
in colour. 
This book gives a number of interesting details about supersonic flight, such as 
aerodynamics at sonic speed, the equipment, methods and reactions of pilots when 
breaking the sound barrier, and the very special problems raised by this leap forward 
in the progress of aviation. The text is illustrated with pictures of the aircraft of various 
countries capable of attaining these extraordinary speeds. (629-133) 


THE MEN BEHIND THE SPACE ROCKETS. Heinz Gartmann- 
Translated from the German by Eustace Wareing and Michael Glenny. 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 186 pages. 36 illustrations. Index. 

Since the end of the war, rocket research has become such a complex undertaking 

that it requires the full resources of the state and a productive effort measured in 

thousands of millions of man-hours. But before 1940 research in this field was carried 
on by a handful of men, working in isolation, often without funds, without equipment 
and sometimes without hope. These were the pioneers, the men who devoted their 
lives to the ideal of conquering space in the days when it was little but a dream. This 
book gives an account of the lives and work of these men—Goddard, Oberth, Valier, 

Von Braun and many others and, in so doing, sketches the fascinating history and 

experiment which lies behind modern rocket development and which started over

Since the first edition was published in 1933, this descriptive manual covering 

electrical equipment fitted to modern road vehicles has become the accepted work of 

reference for students taking electrical courses in automobile engineering. After an 

introductory chapter on fundamental electrical theory, the remaining fourteen 

chapters give a comprehensive survey of automobile ignition, lighting and starting 
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equipment. This revised edition has been amplified and brought up to date. It includes 
numerous excellent diagrams, photographs, drawings, etc. that greatly clarify the 
two authors’ lucid expositions. The book will initiate the less knowledgeable 
motoring enthusiast into the basic theory and practice of electrical equipment for 
vehicles, and will also be useful to the more experienced automobile electrician.

FROM MY EXPERIENCE. The Pleasures and Miseries of Life on a 
Farm.

During the past few years the American novelist Louis Bromfield has become almost 
equally famous as an agriculturalist, and his writings on soil and water conservation, 
and on ‘fertility’ farming, have achieved world-wide recognition. Those who have 
read Malabar Farm and other works on his Ohio farming enterprise will appreciate 
this further collection of reminiscences. There is much more to his book than the 
sub-title indicates, for, apart from the mixture of wisdom and humour that springs 
from his personal experiences at Malabar Farm, there are graphic accounts of progress 
with a new farming enterprise in Brazil, a new ‘Operation Dust-bowl’ involvin 
the reclamation of several thousand acres. (630)

problems of organisation and management. This latest edition of “Watson and 

More’ takes these changes into account very fully. At the same time care has been 

taken to bring illustrations and statistical information up to date. It remains the best 

general reference work for the agricultural student.

PROFITABLE FORESTRY. Lord Bolton. Faber, 15s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 
126 pages. 9 photographs. 24 drawings by A. Speakman. Index. 

This book is written in simple, non-technical language for landowners, large and 
small, who wish to put their woodlands into a productive condition without recourse 
to the complicated textbooks of the professional foresters. It is addressed mainly to 
British landowners and has a valuable chapter explaining the steps which the State 
has taken since the war to encourage the rehabilitation of private woodlands, but 
much of the information will be applicable to any temperate part of the world. 
Most important of all, the author stresses the maintenance of sporting and amenity 
values and explains how private forestry need not, to be profitable, turn to 
monotonous ranks of conifers. (634°9)

FIRST AID ON THE FARM. With Notes on the Diseases of 
Cattle, Pigs and Sheep.

this is a practical handbook for farmers and stockmen. It deals in simple language 
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with animal hygiene and first-aid measures which the farmer can adopt in cases of 
emergency before calling in his veterinary surgeon. There are also concise descriptions 
of all the common diseases of cattle, sheep and pigs, and notes on the care of farm 
dogs and cats. The necessary background information on anatomy and physiology 
is provided in the form of diagrams. (636-089)

or other officials of the various breed societies concerned, and so there are pleasant 
contrasts in style which make for easy reading. There is an excellent range of 
photographs of typical breed specimens in the end pages. This bulletin will be 

appreciated by overseas readers who are interested in British livestock. (636-22)

Mr. Boosey has had forty years’ experience of keeping foreign birds and the success 

of the Keston Foreign Bird Farm is due to the energy and enthusiasm shown by him 

and his partner. The most arresting feature of his book is the beautifully reproduced 
series of colour photographs showing close-up views of many of the more colourful 
species he describes. The text is full of zest—almost jaunty—but in it is concentrated 
an immense amount of information not only about how to keep, feed and breed 
each species, but also about their general characteristics and distribution in nature. 
The long section on parrots and parrot-like birds is particularly valuable. (636-6)

THE HOME BOOK OF SPANISH COOKERY. Marina Pereyra de

This valuable collection of recipes, used by Sefiora Pereyra de Aznar’s family for 
generations, is a complete cookery book. Clearly written and easy to follow, it 
contains some famous dishes, such as Paella a la Valenciana and the delicious cold 
‘soup-salad’ Gaspacho, also an excellent lobster and prawn recipe and may other 
simple and original ways of preparing good food. Of particular interest is a chapter 
on fritos, the best hot hors d’oeuvre in the world, so popular with the Spanish, who

There are chapters on where, when and 
how to collect fungi, their preparation—with ninety recipes, and how to avoid 
and deal with ill effects. There is also an account of three kinds of truffles found in 

Britain, which used to be located by trained dogs or pigs on a commercial scale.

This fully-documented survey of the lives and status of the domestic servant class at 

a time when England was rapidly changing fills a gap in our historical literature. 

It is the only book covering this period which outlines in solid detail the demand 

and supply of servants, their housing, diet and clothing, pecuniary rewards, and the 

opportunities existing for advancement from lower to upper levels. A group so 
variously composed, embracing land stewards, butlers, gardeners, housekeepers, 
cooks and maids of all work, served as a link between classes; and through them 
higher standards of dress and behaviour percolated downwards to accelerate social 
change. The value of such a piece of pioneering research into diaries, letters, magazines, 
memoirs and treatises lies in the fact that several aspects of an inexhaustible subject 
have been examined in a manner that makes this essential reading for students and 
acceptable also to the general reader.

This new book surveys Cambridge publishing from the late seventeenth to 

the early twentieth century. Dr. Roberts, formerly head of the Press, has made some 


use of its archives and produced a work of meticulous scholarship which is very 
valuable in its limited field.

The lecturers 
were Dr. J. A. C. Brown, Deputy Director of the Institute of Social Psychiatry, 

Mr. J. F. Scott, member of the Staff College, National Coal Board, Mr. F. A. Heller, 

Lecturer in Management Studies at the Polytechnic, and M. H. Hauck, Labour 

Attaché at the French Embassy. Readers will gain creative suggestions from their

THE AUTOMATIC FACTORY—WHAT DOES IT MEAN: 
Report of the Conference held at Margate, 16th to roth June, 1955. Spon for the 
Institution of Production Engineers, 30s.

The twenty-one papers in this symposium range from the general problems of 

labour and management, through economics to the technical problems of design. 

They present a balanced review of a trend that in fact has been developing over many 

years and has recently been thrust into prominence by more extensive application— 

and some fanciful predictions. The majority of the authors are British, and several 
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are engaged in electronics or the motor industry. There is no index, but eighteen of 
the papers are briefly covered in five discussion group reports. More care should have 
been given to the appropriate reproduction of illustrations, and the pages of social 
photographs were unnecessary.

Edited by a well-known consultant and compiled by a panel of specialist contributors, 
this a reviewing the subject in broad outline is divided into two main parts—one 
dealing with raw materials including the drying oils, synthetic and natural resins, 
solvents, pigments, etc., and the second with the manufacture of paints, particularly 
industrial and decorative finishes. There is perhaps more detail provided in the first 
half of the book, but clearly in a work of this size the editor must be selective. At 
its very reasonable price this new work should find a place on the bookshelves of 
many students and also of technical personnel engaged in the industry. A reasonable 
bibliography is provided to assist further study on individual topics.

Some twenty papers are reported, covering such diverse subjects as polymer structure 

and properties, expanded plastics, and Patents in the Plastics Industry, etc., each 

contributed by an expert in his field. For members of the industry and for students 

the volume provides an authoritative review of recent advances in plastics.

CHROMIUM-NICKEL AUSTENITIC STEELS. F. H. Keating. 
Butterworth in association with Imperial Chemical Industries, 25s. 1956. 25°5 cm. 
150 pages. 50 illustrations. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
Although primarily intended for the user of stainless steels, this book contains much 
information of value to the student. It is essentially practical, but sufficient theoretical 
matter is included to provide the necessary background. The subjects covered include 
metallurgy, manufacture and fabrication, casting, mechanical and physical properties, 
corrosion resistance, chemical analysis, and development, which is covered in an 
impressive chapter including such topics as the nature of intercrystalline integration, 
stabilisation, duplex structures, sigma-phase and constitution. The author is chief 
metallurgist at the Billingham Division of Imperial Chemical Industries. (669-142)

BRITTEN’S OLD CLOCKS AND WATCHES AND THEIR 
MAKERS. 7th edition by G. H. Baillie, C. Clutton and C. A. Ilbert. Spon, 
1478.

The 6th edition of this standard work on horological history appeared in 1932. In 

this new edition the original book (first published in 1894) has been reorganised, 
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largely rewritten and supplied with a new set of illustrations. The aim has been to 
provide a detailed account of clockmaking, in England and other countries, giving 
equal attention to the aesthetics and mechanism of old clocks and watches. The 
second half includes a list of former clock and watch makers in which fourteen 
thousand names are mentioned. Finely printed, this revised ‘Britten’ takes its place 
among the indispensable reference books for the large general library, the professional 
dealer and the amateur collector. ' (681-1) 


Building Construction 


BUILDING TECHNIQUE FOR DOMESTIC AND SIMILAR 
STRUCTURES. Edwin Gunn. 3rd edition revised by John Brandon-Jones. 
Iliffe for ‘The Architect and Building News’ , 21s. 1955. 25°5 cm. 188 pages. Diagrams. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

This work does not attempt to cover the whole subject nor all types of construction, 

but deals with many aspects of traditional building methods. The arrangement of the 

book is by trades, in the normal specification sequence. The author refers to many 
problems arising in details and items frequently used, and illustrates simple and 
practical solutions. This third edition gives full reference to British Standard 

Specifications and the publications of the Building Research Station, etc. While 

some of the suggested details may not accord with contemporary design, the author’s 

critical observations, experience and common sense combine to produce a work of 

great use to both practitioners and students of architecture and building. (690) 


BUILDING CRAFT SCIENCE (Intermediate) A. W. Nobbs. 
English Universities Press, 12s.6d. 1955. 22°5 cm. 296 pages. 319 illustrations. 
Tables. Index. (General Technical Series) 

This volume discusses the behaviour of materials in the presence of moisture and the 

effects of changes in temperature. The broad principles of mechanics are explained, 

to acquaint the student with the action of levers and screws in tools and plant. The 
elementary facts of framing, bracing and the shape and form of structural members 
are dealt with, to make clear the conditions of stability under varying loading. More 
than 140 simple experiments are described for students to carry out their own tests 
and study the results. Even if not performed, the experiments make their point 
clearly. At the end of each of the fifteen chapters—which include many examples— 
questions and exercises are given to enable the student to discover and test his 


knowledge. (690)

THE ART AND ARCHITECTURE OF CHINA. Laurence 
Sickman. Alexander Soper. Penguin Books, 45s. 1956. 26-5 cm. 362 pages. 
190 plates. 31 diagrams. 2 maps. Chronological table. Notes. Glossaries. 
Bibliography. Index. (Pelican History of Art) 

The latest title in the Pelican History of Art, like its immediate predeccessor The Art 

and Architecture of Japan, is a joint work by two American scholars one of whom, 

Dr. Soper, was author of the section on architecture in the Japanese volume. In 

Part One Dr. Sickman deals with the enormous span of four millenia of Chinese 

painting and sculpture. Part Two, by Dr. Soper, traces the evolution of architecture 

from the first millenium before Christ. Both writers ‘consider the detailed aspects of 
their subject against the religious background of Confucianism, Taoism and 
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Buddhism which determined the cultural aspect of Chinese civilisation. At the end 
of the book is a substantial section of plates. With these two volumes on the Far 
East an important section of this universal history of art is completed for the benefit 
of western scholars. (709-51)

PIONEERS IN GARDENING. Miles Hadfield. Routledge &Kegan Paul, 15s.

This is not a history of gardening but a well-written and lively account of some of 

those pioneers whose theories and practice have influenced the lay-out, style and 

content of British gardens. These include the botanical writers, from the days of 

Theophrastus, Plinius Secundus and Discorides onwards; garden architects such as 

John Goodyer, Le Notre, William Kent and ‘Capability’ Brown; the creators of the 

Royal Botanic Gardens at Kew and of the Royal Horticultural Society; and 

the great plant collectors and breeders whose discoveries have so enriched today’s 

gardens—Sicbold, Ward, Douglas, Fortune, Mendel, Wilson, Farrer and many 

more.

A GENERAL HISTORY OF ARCHITECTURE. From the

No architect today would accept Sir George Gilbert Scott’s contention that 

architecture is the decoration of structure, or concede that its history can be adequately 

treated as a progression of styles. Bruce Allsopp, an experienced ‘teaching’ architect, 
is attempting a thorough reassessment of the place of architectural history. He regards 
it as a small, but significant, part of the larger field of historical study as a whole; an 
expression in materials and methods of construction of the culture of the society 
which produced it. In this provocative volume, which should interest not only the 
serious architectural student but the general reader as well, he analyses those matters 
that he believes relevant to the English-speaking world. Subsequent volumes will 
amplify the many points which he has room only to refer to briefly here. —_ (720-9)

promoting improvements in the products of British Industry. The tenth report 
surveys its recent work particularly in the field of exhibitions, education and in the 
publication of the Design Review. The opening this spring of the Design Centre for 

British Industries is a real tribute to the work of the Council of Industrial Design. A 

report well worth reading by those interested in good design applied to the day by

Mts. Yarwood has written this book as a companion volume to her English Costume 

(1952). It is an illustrated source-book on English interior decoration and furnishing 

from Anglo-Saxon times to 1914, with a text written in a condensed, almost note- 

book style intended mainly as commentary to the illustrations. The author’s drawings 
show ingenious reconstructions of period interiors with all their fittings; the photo- 
graphs reproduce individual pieces of china, glass, metalwork, etc. The wide scope 
of this encyclopedic reference book is chiefly seen in the later sections, which include 
the following original featurestreatment of the Regency and Early Victorian 

(to 1860) periods as one epoch and a very useful chapter on the now despised 

Edwardian period, with drawings of bathrooms, lighting, sanitary and heating

Like other volumes in this well-established series, Professor Clutton-Brock’s second 

volume on Cézanne contains ten colour reproductions of outstanding paintings with 

a short commentary on the facing page, and an introductory essay. Examples have 

been chosen from English, American and Swiss galleries with a number of less well 

known pictures from private collections. The author is Slade Professor of Fine Art 

in the University of Cambridge. (759°4) 


Lithography 

THE RUDIMENTS OF LITHOGRAPHY. Thomas E. _ Griffits. 
Foreword by Robin Darwin. Faber, 12s.6d. 1956. 22°5 cm. 96 pages. 10 repro- 
ductions of lithographs. 28 technical illustrations. Index. 

The author has been engaged in lithographic printing for sixty years and has played 

an important part in the British revival of the art. His book on The Technique of 

Colour Printing by Lithography (1940) is a standard work. In this rather shorter book 

he has given more space to the history of his subject; but he explains clearly in detail 

the processes, equipment and materials involved, and he has provided an introduction 

to lithography which the artist as well as the printer will find most useful. (763)

CONVERSATIONS WITH CASALS. J. Ma. Corredor. Translated 
from the French by André Mangeot. Hutchinson, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 240 pages. 
10 photographs. Index. 
In December 1956 Pablo Casals will be eighty. It is nearly half a century since he 
was recognised as the greatest of all ‘cellists. Later came international renown as a 
conductor, and, in the turmoil of the last two decades, his stature has grown through 
his prolonged and dignified resistance to all forms of Fascism. This book, cast in the 
form of a dialogue that is sometimes rather stilted, nevertheless gives’a wealth of 
information about all periods of Casals’s life. It goes far to explain something of the 
almost medieval intensity of his artistic creed and vision. His interpretation of musical 
history, though sometimes naive, is original and stimulating. (780-92) 
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THE TEACHING OF ELISABETH SCHUMANN. Elizabeth 
Puritz. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 144 pages. 7 photographs. 6 diagrams. 
Musical examples. 

The author was not only the daughter-in-law of this great soprano, who died in 

1952, but also, at intervals from 1936 onwards, her pupil, with much benefit. This 

little book attempts, not unsuccessfully, to bring out Elisabeth Schumann’s fine 

character as seen in the light of her teaching. Her interpretation of the physiological 
factors called into play by singing is, perhaps, oversimplified, and may not commend 
itself to the orthodox teacher. But the chapters on ‘Daily Exercises’ and ‘Phrasing’ 
are most helpful and realistic; and that describing ‘semi-relaxation’ has implications 
beyond the immediate purpose of the book. (784-9) 


THE RECORD GUIDE. Edward  Sackville-West and Desmond 
Shawe-Taylor, with Andrew Porter and William Mann. Revised edition. Collins, 
358. 1955. 23 cm. 958 pages. Indexes. 

So much has the output of records increased since 1951, the year of the first edition 

of this book, that it must have been a Herculean task for the authors, even with 

assistance, to keep up with it. But their book, still modestly priced, has become so 
indispensable to librarians, as to private collectors and dealers, that they and many 
others will read with some concern that no successor to this volume can be expected 

‘at any rate in its present form’. For its marshalling of a vast mass of facts is as 

masterly as the criticism is reasoned and penetrating. The recordings of each major 

composer are preceded by a succinct account of his life and musical characteristics. 

The range of music noticed extends to light opera, as represented by Johann Strauss 

and Gershwin, and the merits of duplicated versions, where available, are weighed 

with expert judgment. (789-913)

GREEN RETREATS. The Story of Vauxhall Gardens, 1661-1859. W. S. 
Scott. Odhams Press, 18s. 1956. 25+5 cm. 128 pages. 21 illustrations. Plan. 2 maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

With old prints and drawings to accompany his text the author traces the rise and 

fall of these well-known London pleasure gardens, quoting largely from con- 

temporaries, and showing that for two centuries these ‘green retreats’ were the 
centre of every kind of attraction—singing and dancing; cating and drinking; 
freak shows and tight-rope acts, as well as harlequinades and balloon ascents. He also 
devotes a chapter to the famous Vauxhall Ballads and another to the neighbouring 
gardens. (790) 


The Theatre 


THE JACOBEAN AND CAROLINE STAGE. Vols. 3-5: Plays and 
Playwrights. Gerald Eades Bentley. Oxford University Press, 147s. per set of 3 vols. 
1956. 22°5 cm. 1,468 pages. 

Professor Bentley's first two volumes dealt with the Dramatic Companies and 

Players; the present three are concerned with the Plays and Playwrights; the sixth 

and final volume will consider the Theatres and Theatrical Customs. This study is 

intended for reference purposes, the primary aim being to set the plays in their 
theatrical context. Entries are alphabetically arranged under authors’ names; 
separate sections cover anonymous works, plays without title or author, and lost 
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plays. Professor Bentley has tried to consider all stage entertainments written or first 

roduced in England between 1616 and the closing of the threatres in 1642. Entries 
include brief biographies, bibliographies, lists of MSS and important modern editions, 
bibliographies of works on each play up to 1950, and all the seventeenth century 
records bearing on performances, publications and reprints. Discussions on the plays 
vary considerably according to the material available, their historical significance 
being regarded as of more account than their literary and dramatic values.

THE PHOENIX BOOK OF BADMINTON. Its History, the 
Development of the Shuttlecock, the Diversity of Style and Tactics, and the 
Badminton World of Today. Eddy Choong and Fred Brundle. Phoenix House, 
12s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 128 pages. 31 photographs. 15 diagrams. (Phoenix Sports 
Books) 

The sub-title well sums up the contents of this useful book on a very popular pastime. 

The joint authors are an international champion and a good club player, and as both 

a history and a practical study of the game their book has an appeal to the novice and 


the expert. (796-34) 


MAN AND THE UNDERWATER WORLD. Pierre de Latil and Jean 
Rivoire. Translated from the French by Edward Fitzgerald. Jarrolds, 25s. 1956. 
22 cm. 400 pages. 108 illustrations. Index. 

This is an ‘underwater’ book with a very welcome difference. The authors have 

succeeded fully in their attempt to give a history of man’s efforts to congter the 

underwater world. Throughout the ages, the sea has been surrounded by legend and 
mythology, to which the book devotes a considerable section. Another interesting 
feature is the chapter on Margaritology, the science of pearls. The rest of the book is 
similar to the many other publications on this subject, similar, however, of necessity. 

It is an excellent work, well calculated to encourage interest, and what is more 

important, to revive the enthusiasm of the ‘underwater’ reader surfeited with recent

LITERATURE AND SCIENCE. Proceedings of the Sixth Triennial 
Congress, Oxford, 1954. International Federation for Modern Languages and 
Literatures. Blackwell (Oxford), 45s. 1956. 24-5 cm. 346 pages. Bibliography. 
Paper covers. 

Composed of papers read at Oxford in 1954, the present symposium is divided into 

three sections: Science and Literature; Scientific Method and Literary Scholarship; 

Literary History and the History of Science. Each individual contribution is an 

abbreviated version of the original address. Despite this necessary compression, the 

result is not merely a valuable work of reference but a collective statement of 
informed opinion which future students of our ‘mental climate’ will find illuminating. 

Scholars from Europe and America discuss themes ranging from Science and 

Imagination and Psychoanalysis and Literature to the Use of Physiology in 

Elizabethan Drama and the Symbol of the Locomotive in Belgian Romantic Poetry. 

It is regrettable that the discussions mentioned in the Editorial have had to be omitted.

THE POETIC PATTERN. Robin Skelton. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 21s, 
1956. 22°5 cm. 238 pages. Notes. Index. 
What is poetry: How do we recognise it? How is it written? In secking an answer to 
these questions Mr. Skelton is not concerned with technical aspects, but with poetry 
as ‘a pattern of life’. His argument is that the creation and understanding of poetry is 
not a matter of the intellect alone, nor of the subconscious alone, but involves the 
total personality. Mr. Skelton develops his theme with remarkable lucidity and in 
several instances (notably in his sections on science and poetic imagery) brings order 
where there is much confusion. Several living poets have furnished him with 
information about their methods of composition, and these, with the conclusions 
drawn from them, make his book of great value to all writers and students of 


poetry. (808-1) 


American Literature 
CAT ON A HOT TIN ROOF. Tennessee Williams. Secker & 
Warburg, 128.6d. 1956. 20-5 cm. 212 pages. Frontispiece. 

Winner of the Pulitzer Prize and the Drama Critics’ Award in America, this play is 
given here in its original and public versions, together with the author’s introduction 
and ‘Notes for the Designer’. The play concerns a wealthy plantation owner who 
learns that he is dying of cancer, and the reactions of his family—doting wife, 
scheming elder son, beloved younger son now without faith or belief, living only 
for the “peace” he obtains from alcohol, their wives, the elder a shrew with a brood 
of children, the younger, self-styled “cat on a hot tin roof’. But it is in a series of 
powerful duologues to a background of family contention that the importance 
of the drama, its philosophic content, lies. In these, the characters fight for, shrink 
from, and fence with truth. In the author’s words, it is a play ‘that deals with human 
extremities of emotion’. (811-5) 


English Literature 
THE TIGHTROPE WALKERS. Studies of Mannerism in Modern 
English Literature. Giorgio Melchiori. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 25s. 1956. 22 cm. 
288 pages. Index. 
The title of Mr. Melchiori’s book is intended to designate a characteristic quality of 
the literature of the first half of the present century, the sustained effort of the writer 
in an age of doubt to maintain a balance while remaining conscious of the void 
around him. The author, who is Lecturer in English in the University of Rome, 
examines in this light the work of representative major and minor figures—Henry 
James, James Joyce and T. S. Eliot, Henry Green and Christopher Fry. The theory 
as set forth in the introduction is a striking one, but it is hardly pressed home with 
sufficient detail to build it into a solid critical case, instead of an interesting 
generalisation. (820-9) 


English Poetry 
THE ELIZABETHAN LOVE SONNET. J. W. Lever. Methuen, 
258. 1956. 22 cm. 292 pages. Index. 

In this important book Mr. Lever makes a critical study of the Elizabethan sonnet as 
it evolved from the first tentative formulations of Wyatt to the mature personal 
poetry of Shakespeare. Recognising the place of ‘imitation’ in contemporary 
practice, he gives his discussion a necessary historical basis by examining the nature 
of the Petrarchan convention in an introductory chapter, and by taking for his

point of departure in the subsequent chapters on individual poets a detailed com- 
parison between a few representative sonnets and their continental models. His 
assessment of the quality and originality of each poet gains authority from this 
procedure, and he brings great critical discernment to the elucidation of the distinctive 
vision of Sidney, Spenser and Shakespeare. The long concluding section offers an 
interesting interpretation of Shakespeare’s Sonnets considered as an organic whole. 
This book needed writing, and Mr. Lever was evidently the man to write it. (821-3) 


AMPHIBIAN. A Reconsideration of Browning. Henry Charles Duffin. 
Bowes & Bowes, 30s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 328 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

The author maintains that Browning’s poem “The Amphibian’ illustrates a unique 

characteristic of his genius: an argued theme combined with lyrical verse. An 

analysis of Browning’s lyrical, didactic and narrative poems shows not only his 
achievement in these several forms but also that his combination of the lyric and the 
didactic produced a new kind of poem, the dramatic monologue. The author holds 

that Browning’s greatness rests on his power of characterisation, the control of a 

copious vocabulary, and a supreme gift in love poetry. This thorough assessment of 

Browning will give fresh zest to the study of a great influential poet. (821-8) 


WALTER DE LA MARE. A Selection from his Writings made by 
Kenneth Hopkins. Faber, 18s. 1956. 21 cm. 312 pages. 


Mr. de la Mare’s first volume of poetry appeared in 1901, his latest volume of prose 
in 1955, and during this period he has written so much which is excellent that a 
representative selection of his work was needed. This volume contains over fifty 
poems, avoiding those which have appeared most frequently in anthologies; four 
short stories; extracts from Henry Brocken and two other novels; essays on 
Tennyson, Thomas Hardy’s lyrics, Maps in Fact and Fiction, etc.; and other prose 
passages. The selection provides an admirable introduction to one of the greatest 
living English poets, and shows why his work is greatly loved as well as widely 
appreciated and enjoyed. (821-9) 


THE LESS DECEIVED. Poems by Philip Larkin. Marvell Press (Hessle), 7s.6d. 
1955. 22° cm. 46 pages. 
Mr. Larkin is perhaps the most gifted of all the generation of English poets now 
around thirty; his output has been slender but of exceptionally high quality and he 
has shown no sign of forcing his talent. The present volume is a collection of brief 
yet highly charged lyrics on personal themes, with one poem, “Church Going’, 
rising to a sudden height of meditative power. Mr. Larkin writes in regular metres 
and with an impressive command of rhyme, and his poems carry an emotional depth 
which is rarely combined nowadays with such clarity of expression. (821-9)

NEW READINGS IN SHAKESPEARE. Vol. IL. _ Introduction, 
The Comedies, The Poems. Vol. II. The Histories, The Tragedies. C. J. Sisson. 
Cambridge University Press, 45s. the set. 1956. 19 cm. 228 : 308 pages. 6:4 
illustrations. (Shakespeare Problems Series, VIII) 

Professor Sisson, who is Assistant Director and Senior Fellow of the Shakespeare 

Institute in the University of Birmingham, Stratford-on-Avon, has a lifetime of 

bibliographical and palaeographical work on Elizabethan documents behind him 
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and now brings it to bear upon textual problems in Shakespeare. His book is a 
collection of annotations upon difficult passages in the plays and poems, preceded by 
a wise introductory discussion of editorial principles. Professor Sisson’s practical 
knowledge of Elizabethan handwriting has enabled him to work experimentally 
from what appear to be compositors’ mistakes to the manuscript readings which 
could have caused them; and his findings lead him sometimes to propose 
emendations, sometimes to endorse those of other scholars as being graphically 
plausible. A powerful critical and linguistic equipment underlies and supplements 
this approach. The book will prove a valuable companion to his own, or any other, 
edition of Shakespeare. (822-3) 


WAITING FOR GODOT. A tragi-comedy in two acts. Samuel Beckett. 
Faber, 9s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 94 pages. 
Waiting for Godot has only a handful of characters, the chief of whom are two tramps 
who spend their time waiting for the mysterious Godot, who is always going to come 
tomorrow. Their apparently fruitless waiting is relieved by an exchange of conversa- 
tion with a brute of a man who drives a slave along at the end of a rope. Out of this 
sparse material, furnished with a bleak setting and dialogue that might be the cross- 
talk of a music-hall, Mr. Beckett has fashioned a powerful and provocative modern 
parable on the state of man. An Irishman now living in France, Mr. Beckett wrote 
the play originally in French and has translated it himself. (822-9) 


PLAYS OF THE YEAR. Vol. 12. 1954-1955. Chosen by J. C. Trewin. 
Elek, 18s. 1956. 18-5 cm. $62 pages. 
Mr. Trewin gives a brief description of each play and an account of its fortunes in 
the theatre. R. C. Sherriff’s The Long Sunset concerns the end of the Roman occupa- 
tion of Britain, with a hint of the Britain to come—a theme for a great play which 
this drama just misses. South, a work of uneven merit by the French novelist Julien 
Green, is a tragedy of homosexuality on the eve of the American Civil War. 
Charlotte Hastings’ Uncertain Joy is a competently written study of a problem child 
who jeopardises a happy marriage. Sailor, Beware! by Philip King and Falkland Cary 
is a farcical comedy about a domineering mother who nearly frightens away her 
future son-in-law on the day of the wedding. The Shadow of Doubt, by Norman 
King, is a tense drama about a brilliant nuclear physicist, facing life after a term of 
imprisonment for treason. (822-9) 


English Miscellany 

THE GADDING VINE. Walter James. Georgian House (Melbourne, Australia), 
21s. 1955. 22 cm. 118 pages. Decorations by Harold Freedman. 

Walter James has given us another book in the same vein as his earlier successes, 

Barrel and Book and Nuts on Wine, with anecdotes, musings and extracts on the 

subjects of wine, food and other adjuncts to good living. The grace, humour and 


sophistication of his writing are ably matched by the attractive decorations and format 
of the book. (828A) 


FAMILY ROUNDABOUT. Angus I. Macnaghten. Oliver & Boyd, 
7s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 136 pages. 8 illustrations. 


This charming little book is a true miscellany, the material generally based on family 
papers. There is a glimpse of Jacobite Rome in the 1740's; the true story is told of 
the Annie Laurie of the song; there is an echo of Calcutta society, seen from the 
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angle of the Church; there are stories of the Macnaghtens and their homes, and there 
is a very informal description of Queen Victoria and her daughters enjoying the 
pleasures of the Highlands. Mr. Macnaghten ends his individual book with an 
account of Stuart and Georgian Windsor. (828-9) 


German Literature 


HEINRICH HEINE. Two Studies of his Thought and Feeling. William 

Rose. Oxford University Press, 18s. 1956. 18-5 cm. 176 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Heine’s views on political and social problems and his feelings towards the Jewish 
religion are the subects of Professor Rose’s two essays. Very few poets have written 
such fluent journalism on current political topics as Heine; sometimes these 
opinions were of very ephemeral value, but he showed the prophetic power of 
genius in his vision of the German longing to return to a barbaric past. Heine 
renounced the Jewish faith in his carly youth, but his poetry and his wills show that 
he never lost his attachment to his Jewish heritage. Both essays show plenty of 
sympathetic insight and are admirably documented. (831-7) 


Latin Literature 


PROPERTIANA. D. R. Shackleton Bailey. Cambridge University Press, 35s. 

1956. 22 cm. 340 pages. Index. (Cambridge Classical Studies) 
Mr. Shackleton Bailey’s notes and articles on the text and interpretation of Propertius 
have been attracting the notice of scholars for some years past. He has now produced 
a valuable full-length commentary on disputable passages throughout all four books, 
dedicated to the memory of A. E. Housman. The notes show thoroughness, acuteness, 
and moderation; the author can be positive without being dogmatic. The commentary 
is followed by an interesting appendix of new illustrative material. It is a book for 
— including undergraduates reading Propertius as an author prescribed 
or special study. 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


A PLEA FOR MAN. Mario M. Rossi. Edinburgh University Press 
(Edinburgh), 9s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 176 pages. Bibliographical note. Index. 
While some books faithfully reflect the temper of the age, others provide an antidote 
to current tendencies. Mr. Rossi’s book belongs to the latter class. It represents an 
attack upon what he calls ‘historicism’, the doctrine of historical relativity which 
has reached its climax in our day in the Marxist gospel. Historicism is a form of 
determinism which repudiates the freedom of the will and finally eliminates all 
human values. The modern Existentialist reaction against this doctrine is no less 
negative in its appeal, since it deforms man by isolating him from the universe. 
Rossi argues that in true historical biography the idea of personality is resurrected; 
for biography, far from being a string of ‘linear’ events, takes a ‘curvilinear’ course 
which must ‘close up in a circle the course of a life’ and make it a unity. This is a 
refreshingly independent book which should make its way slowly into prominence.

ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY: A_ Record, 1931-55. 
G. R. Crone. Royal Geographical Society: Murray, 3s. 1955. 25 cm. 40 pages. 
Frontispiece. Paper covers. 


The Librarian and Map Curator of the Royal Geographical Society has surveyed, 
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in this booklet the last twenty-five of the Society’s 125 years of activity. Despite 
wartime difficulties, it is now better equipped than ever as regards its library material ; 
it has continued to support large and smaller scale exploration, and its Journal has 
maintained a consistently high standard over a quarter-century of almost continual 
problems. Mr. Crone has presented a creditable story in a very readable way. (910-62) 


ARCHAEOLOGY FROM THE EARTH. Sir Mortimer Wheeler. 
Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1956. 18 cm. 252 pages. 24 plates. 22 illustrations 
in text. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

Sir Mortimer Wheeler has had many years’ experience as a director of excavations 

in Europe, Africa and Asia, and this book summarises the skills, the knowledge and 

the philosophy which he has won from this experience. He is well known alike for 
the brilliant tactics with which he conducts a dig and for the great powers of strategic 
planning he showed when Director General of Archaeology in India. His book (first 

published in 1954) is at once a record of the life’s work of a master of the spade and a 

practical handbook for students of excavation. (913) 


THE JOURNAL OF A TOUR TO THE HEBRIDES WITH 
SAMUEL JOHNSON, LL.D. James Boswell. Edited with an introduction 
and notes by Jack Werner. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 464 pages. 
Frontispiece portrait. 20 drawings by Thomas Rowlandson. Map. Index. 
(Macdonald Illustrated Classics) 

This well-produced text of the Tour is based on the third edition of 1786, the last 

to be revised by Boswell himself. Although not perhaps as widely read as his Life 

of Johnson, the Tour is nearly as informative about the Doctor, certainly as amusing 
and not inferior in its literary style. It can be regarded, as Mr. Werner points out in 
his admirable introduction, as a first instalment to the Life and has been described as 

‘one of the most delicious books of travel-entertainment ever written’. Much of it is 

Boswell at his best. Mr. Werner’s edition is enhanced by reproductions of the rare 

series of twenty caricatures by Thomas Rowlandson first published in 1786, and is 

annotated with skill and restraint. (914-1) 


A PROSPECT OF BRITAIN. Andrew Young. Hutchinson, 16s. 
1956. 22 cm. 200 pages. 20 photographs by J. Allan Cash. 
This delightful collection of thirty-five essays and articles by the eminent poet of 
rural Britain describes some of its most attractive and characteristic areas, besides 
treating of cathedrals and parish churches, inns, chalk-hill figures, and turf mazes. 
The author, who has an intimate knowledge and love of the countryside, handles 
his subjects in a fresh and at times whimsical manner, making free use of quotations 
from the poets and early travellers. Mr. Cash’s photographs are magnificent, and it 
is a pity that two of the finest figure only on the wrapper of the book. (914:2) 


GOWER. Olive Phillips. Hale, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 192 pages. 25 photographs. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. (Regional Books) 

This addition to a valued series is concerned with the delectable south-west corner 

of Glamorganshire, a peninsula of limestone hills, wild and rocky coast, caves, castles, 

and small villages, which somehow (one would like to know how) has contrived to 

remain unspoiled. Like Pembrokeshire, it is ‘a little England beyond Wales’, although 
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East Gower, to which a chapter is devoted, is wholly Welsh. The excellent photo- 
graphs are by W. T. Barber of Newport, and there are lists of plants, birds, and 
mammals. (914:29) 


EAGLE ARGENT. An Italian Journey. Donald Hall. Methuen, 18s. 1956. 
22 cm. 248 pages. 18 photographs. Facsimile. Endpaper maps. Index. 
It would seem to be very nearly impossible to write a dull book about Italy. Among 
recent travellers’ narratives of that seductive land, Mr. Hall’s occupies no lowly place. 
This account of an extensive journey in central Italy, mainly in Abruzzi, shows him 
to possess sincerity, modesty, a gift for friendship and an appreciation of humane 
values. Occasionally, however, he tends to idealise a town because, being poor, it has 
stagnated. Many of his pages will stay in the mind; perhaps the most moving are 
his accounts of Monte Cassino and of the Easter Mystery at Sulmono. He found fairly 
widespread an almost non-political yearning for a “big man’ or a monarch to dispense 
evenhanded justice. (9145) 


ROME AND CENTRAL ITALY. Edited by L. Russell Muirhead. Benn, 
428. 1956. 16 cm. 638 pages. With a Complete Atlas and $4 other maps and plans. 
Endpaper index maps. List of Popes. Glossary of art terms. List of the chief Italian 
artists. Bibliography. Index. (Blue Guides) 

The major part of this extremely competent guidebook is devoted to Rome and its 

environs. In addition to concise needed and historical data, with maps, street 

plans and ground plans of buildings, practical information is provided on an unusually 
wide variety of subjects, including hotels, restaurants, tips, postal rates, etc., together 
with notes on art in Central Italy, on railway, air and bus services and on motoring 
generally. The routes, villages and towns of Southern Tuscany, Umbria, the Marches,

SEVEN YEARS IN TIBET. Heinrich Harrer. Translated from the 
German by Richard Graves. Introduction by Peter Fleming. Reprint. Pan Books, 
2s.6d.

First published in 1953, this is without doubt one of the finest travel books of recent 
years, and gives an insight into a country which has long fascinated those outside it. 
The author describes without heroics his escape from an internment camp in India, 
his long and difficult journey with the minimum of equipment through Tibet to 
Lhasa, where, in the closing years of the old régime, as tutor to the young Dalai 
Lama, he was able to observe Tibetan social life and government from the inside. 
His modestly written book therefore combines an escape story, a travel record and 
an enlightening sociological study. (915-15) 


JAMBO! Olle Strandberg. Translated from the Swedish by Maurice Michael. 
Michael Joseph, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 192 pages. 60 photographs by Rune Hassner. 
Drawing. Map. 

The author, with a photographer friend, made an adventurous trip from Sweden 

round Africa, driving a Land Rover across the Sahara and thence via the Congo to 

Nairobi and on to Cape Town. Mr. Strandberg has a vivid style. He also has a gift 

for falling into entertaining situations and, happily, getting out of them unscathed. 

Among the descriptions of particular interest are the visit to the dying Pat Putnam 
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amid the pygmies of the Ituri forest, a Mau Mau hunt near Karatina, and some 
adventures with elephant and barracuda by the way. The trip was extended, by air, 
to the Seychelles, Mauritius, and Mozambique. The author was lucky in his 
companion, whose photographs are original and quite first class. (916) 


GOLDEN LION. A Journey through Ethiopia. Paul Hartlmaier. Translated 
from the German by F. A. Voigt. Bles, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 186 pages. 36 illustrations. 
Map. 

The author was the leader of a group of scientists and technicians who made a journey 

from Eritrea to Mogadishu in Somalia. The object of the expedition was ethnological 

and entomological, with general study and film work included. The English version 
reads admirably throughout. The account of the little known country to the north- 
west is particularly interesting. The historical parts treat of the better known stories 
and some of it is uncomfortable reading. The observations are acute and the whole 
gains from the presence of scientists, although science does not intrude on the 
narrative. The account of the Termites, however, is of unusual interest. The illustra- 
tions are extremely good. (916-3) 


INTRODUCING WEST AFRICA. Colonial Office. 3rd edition.

This useful outline of Britain’s four West African colonies was first published in 

1949. The third edition is basically unaltered, but statistics and other details have 

been brought up to date and there are some new photographs. Perhaps the most 

encouraging revision since the second edition in 1952 is the alteration of the photo- 
graphs of Ibadan University from those showing the construction of its buildings 
to those showing these buildings in active use. The book will be useful both to the 

general reader and to schools. (916-6) 


AUSTRALIA: A Camera Study. Frank Hurley. Angus & Robertson 
(Sydney, Australia, and London), A42s.; 458. 1955. 28-5 cm. 208 pages. Photographs 
in colour and black and white.

Captain Hurley has been noted as a photographer for over forty years. His many 

lavishly illustrated books include several portraying different parts of his native 

Australia, but in this volume he has essayed an overall picture of the whole of this 

great country. The text is limited to brief notes on the states, cities, and industries 

and to the captions of the many photographs, most of them full-page. There are 
forty-seven pages of coloured photographs, including several of the wild flowers of 

Australia, and the whole book provides a most vivid portrayal of the scenic beauties, 

industrial progress and thriving cities of the Commonwealth. (919-4)

BEAVERBROOK. A Study in Power and Frustration. Tom Driberg.

A vivid and candid biography of one of the most spectacular personalities of our 

times: a Canadian clergyman’s son who made himself a millionaire while still in 

his twenties, played a leading part in British politics for several decades and created 

one of Britain’s biggest newspaper enterprises. After describing the formative 
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influences of Lord Beaverbrook’s early life in Canada, his entry into British politics 
and his part in securing the election of a fellow Canadian, Bonar Law, as the 
Conservative leader, the author gives a detailed account of the dramatic fall of 
Asquith and his replacement by Lloyd George during the First World War, a coup 
the success of which owed a great deal to Lord Beaverbrook’s activities behind the 
scenes. The long feud with Baldwin is fully dealt with, and due tribute is paid to 
Lord Beaverbrook’s great services as Minister of Aircraft Production in the Second 
World War. (92) 


ALPHONSE BERTILLON: Father of Scientific Detection. Henry 
T. F. Rhodes. Harrap, 15s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 238 pages. 14 photographs. 2 diagrams.

This is the first biography in English of Alphonse Bertillon (1853-1914), clerk in the 

French Prefecture of Police, and later Chief of the Department of Judicial Identity 

of the Paris Prefecture. His outstanding achievements were his system of identification 

by standardising measurements of the head and body with a maximum precision, 
and his work on the use of fingerprints. He did a great deal to improve the inefficient 
and corrupt police standards of the nineteenth century, and his methods are still in 
use by the French police. The author was a student at the Institute of Forensic Science 
at Lyon. (92) 


MARTIN CASH. The Last of the Tasmanian Bushrangers. Frank 
Clune. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), A2ss.; 18s. 195$. 
2$ cm. 352 pages. Illustrations by Virgil Reilly. Maps. Bibliography. 

In the philosophy of Martin Cash, one of Australia’s most notorious bushrangers, a 

crime was only a crime when the malefactor was caught. This book, based on Cash’s 

memoirs, tells of his transportation from Ireland to New South Wales, his bush- 
ranging exploits, his respite from death followed by a sentence of ten years on 

Novfolk Island. The author has not presented his readers with a series of dry, 

historically correct facts, but with a narrative in which the characters are made to 

live. His descriptions, particularly of Port Arthur and Norfolk Island, give the reader 

some idea of the conditions prevailing there during the last century. (92) 


NO PASSING GLORY. The full and authentic Biography of Group 
Captain Cheshire, V.C., D.S.O., D.F.C. Andrew Boyle. Collins, 16s. 1955. 
215 cm. 384 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

For a man to have had two biographies written about him while alive and still under 

the age of forty indicates a remarkable personality. During the last war Cheshire was 

a bomber pilot of great bravery and outstanding ability, and much of our success in 

precision bombing was due to his gallant and persevering efforts. But in peacetime 

the Royal Air Force could not satisfy his restless and enquiring nature; he left the 

Service and became a champion of new ideas and ideals. In fact, his actions during 

the last few years—not always successful—have been those of an idealist with a deep 

religious background. He has a sympathetic and fair biographer in Andrew Boyle, 
who brings out both the Group Captain’s virtues and the failings that went with 

them. The result is a story of great interest and inspiration. (92) 


MABEL DIGBY. M. K. Richardson. Longmans, 16s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 
280 pages. 9 photographs. 


Mabel Digby, fifth Superior-General of the Society of the Sacred Heart, was born 
in 1856 and, during a life of multitudinous activities and sustained devotion, exercised 
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in varied spheres an incalculable influence. In the Franco-Prussian war she 
distinguished herself in nursing, and she did pioneer work as an educationist in 
opening schools and training colleges. While the author has not attempted to write 
a detailed, systematic biography, she has succeeded in presenting an arresting picture 
of a woman of dynamic personality, indomitable courage and true humility who 
cared supremely for those placed in her care. (92) 


KATHLEEN FERRIER. A_ Biography. Charles Rigby. Hale, 15s. 
1956. 22°5 cm. 216 pages. ¢2 photographs. Index. 
This is the first attempt to draw a full picture of Kathleen Ferricr’s career as a 
musician and a singer, both nationally and internationally. It is therefore unfortunate 
that the book was written in a hurry, and that the author died before he could revise 
it. Consequently, the publishers have had to insert a leaf correcting a dozen bad 
mistakes of fact. Nevertheless, here is material, garnered from Canada and America 
as well as Europe, which, if sifted and checked, will be of value to future historians. 
The narrative is clear and free from false sentiment. (92) 


HERE’S TO THE NEXT TIME. The Autobiography of Henry Hall. 
Odhams Press, 158. 1956. 21-5 cm. 240 pages. 59 photographs. 4 illustrations in 
text. Musical examples. 

To have risen from humble origins to the highest eminence in the world of light 

music denotes unusual strength of character and purpose. To write about it as 

modestly and entertainingly as Mr. Hall has done shows another, unsuspected, talent. 

His brisk narrative, covering nearly forty years of activity, describes the hectic life 

of a dance band leader in ballroom and radio and television, in peace and war. Some 

of the best pages describe his recent success as impresario. The book mirrors many 
people prominent in all kinds of musical life, and is valuable as a vivid picture of the 


changing place of music in society. (92) 


MEMOIRS. Admiral Nicholas Horthy, Regent of Hungary. Translated 
from the German. Hutchinson, 25s. 1956. 24 cm. 268 pages. 29 illustrations. Index. 
An excellent translation of the German original, with some minor cuts. From 
Admiral Horthy’s earlier career the most characteristic passages describe his veneration 
for the aged Emperor Francis Joseph, whose aide-de-camp he was, and vindicate the 
operations of the Austro-Hungarian fleet in the First World War. But the book’s 
main interest lies in the first-hand accounts of the two abortive attempts made by 
the ex-Emperor Karl to regain the Hungarian throne, of Hungarian politics between 
the wars, of Hungary’s gradual involvement with the Rome-Berlin Axis and of the 
country’s tragic and finally fruitless attempts to avoid control first by Germany and 
then by Russia. Much light is thrown on these events but much also remains 
unexplained. The author, however, emerges clearly as a courageous and honourable 
patriot, limited to some degree in outlook by training and tradition, sometimes 
gravely deceived and not always happy in his choice of men. (92) 


MEMOIRS OF MICHAEL KAROLYI: Faith without Illusion. 
Translated from the Hungarian by Catherine Karolyi. Introduction by A. J. P. 
Taylor. Cape, 35s. 1956. 23-5 cm. 398 pages. 13 illustrations. Endpaper map. 
Notes. Index. 

A remarkable book, both highly individual and characteristic of our time. Count 

Karolyi early abandoned his inherited position as an immensely rich Hungarian 

aristocrat to work for a democratic Hungary and a federated Eastern Europe. 
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Twice, immediately after both World Wars and especially in 1918, he exercised 
tremendous popular and considerable political influence; both times he was elbowed 
out and driven into exile by tougher antagonists, conservative or communist. He 
was a practical idealist, far-sighted on big issues but not on small. The sub-title, 
‘Faith without Illusion’, describes his ultimate but not his most typical attitude. His 
expectations, fears, antipathies and disappointments during the years 1919-48, 
particularly regarding Soviet Russia, were those of many intelligent and independent 
minds. But Karolyi was, besides, a man of outstanding courage, nobility and gentleness 
of character. This translation by his widow has a preface by his friend the historian 
A. J. P. Taylor. (92) 


THE GOVERNOR’S LADY: Mrs. Philip Gidley King. An Australian 
Historical Narrative. Marnie Bassett. 2nd edition. Oxford University Press, 18s. 
1956. 22 cm. 144 pages. 16 photographs and maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Anna King (1765-1844) was the wife of Philip Gidley King, Lieut.-Governor of the 

convict settlement of Norfolk Island, and immediately after her marriage in 1791 

accompanied her husband to this remote and dangerous spot. In 1799, we a short 

period in England, Captain King was appointed Governor of New South Wales 
and Mrs. King became the first Governor’s wife to live in the colony. She subsequently 
returned to England, but, as a widow, finally settled near Sydney where she died. 

This biography, based on wide research in printed and manuscript sources, oe 

some of Mrs. King’s diaries, presents an attractive and vivid picture both of a kind- 

hearted and resolute woman and of the hardships and difficulties of the early days 
of Australia. The first edition was published in 1940 and Mrs. Bassett has now 

incorporated some new facts. (92) 


LINCOLN THE PRESIDENT. [Vol. IV.] Last Full Measure. J. G. 
Randall and Richard N. Current. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 45s. 1956. 24 cm. 436 pages.

Threé previous volumes on Lincoln revealed the powers of the late Professor Randall, 

and won for him recognition among historians as a fine interpreter of Lincoln’s 

place in American history. This final volume, which he had very largely planned, 
has been completed by Professor Current. He has done his work well. The first half, 
he tells us, is entirely Randall’s work, but the last eight chapters are his, written in 
full sympathy with Randall’s interpretation. This completes what every student of 
American history will recognise as a classic of American biography. (92) 


BUGLES AND A TIGER. A Personal Adventure. John Masters. 
Michael Joseph, 16s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 334 pages. 4 plates. Drawings in text by 
Lt.-Colonel C. G. Borrowman, reproduced from A History of the 4th Prince of 
Wales’s Own Gurkha Rifles. Map. 

The author of several novels about India here embarks upon memoirs covering the 

period between his cadetship at Sandhurst and the outbreak of the Second World 

War, when he was serving in a Gurkha regiment in Wazaristan. From Sandhurst 

through an early attachment to a British regiment in India he moves to ‘the Gurkhas’ 

who are the central theme of the book, and his picture of life in a Gurkha regiment is 

vivid and compelling. This book will appeal beyond the soldier or the student of 

military history to the reader of narrative and adventure, even if at times there is a 

tendency to overwrite. It paints the qualities and the few defects of the Gurkha 

soldier and eloquently shows the fascination he exerted upon his British officers. (92) 
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MY FRIEND HENRY MILLER. An Intimate Biography. Alfred 
Perlés. Preface by Henry Miller. Neville Spearman, 16s. 1956. 22 cm. 254 pages. 
13 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Henry Miller is a kind of legend, the archetype of all those rebellious American 

writers who, in the twenties and thirties, found their spiritual home in Montparnasse. 

Notorious as the most banned of all Anglo-Saxon authors, he is also celebrated for 

the candour and exotic vigour of his autobiographical novels such as Tropic of Cancer 

and Tropic of Capricorn. This impressionistic study by his friend Alfred Perlés, though 
at times somewhat fulsome and uncritical, does provide a lively portrait of a violent, 
inquisitive, friendly and paradoxically highly American personality while it 
distinguishes between the vividness of Miller’s direct perception and the muzziness 


of his philosophy. (92) 


LA GRANDE MADEMOISELLE. Francis Steegmuller. Hamish 
Hamilton, 21s. 1955. 22 cm. 260 pages. 10 plates. Index. 
For those in search of entertainment this most readable study of a seventeenth century 
princess can be confidently recommended. Anne-Marie-Louise d’Orleans (1627-93) 
was ‘La Grande Mademoiselle’ because she was the grand-daughter of Henry IV 
and Marie Medici; but she was a personality in her own right. As the richest heiress 
in France she naturally came into the matrimonial schemes of Richelieu and Mazarin; 
but the Princess had her own ideas on the subject, which Mr. Steegmuller describes 
with much understanding, leading up to her strange, half ludicrous, half tragic, 
infatuation with the insignificant Duc de Lauzun. He has lively sources from which 
to draw his information, including Mademoiselle’s witty memoirs and Mme. de 
Sévigné’s letters. From them he has constructed a sympathetic and artistic story far 
more absorbing than many an historical novel. (92) 


THE TUMULT AND THE SHOUTING. My Life in Sport. Grantland 
Rice. Cassell, 18s. 20-5 cm. 216 pages. 31 photographs. Index. 
This interesting book of reminiscences by one of the most versatile American writers 
on sporting topics was completed only three weeks before he died in 1954. As a 
sports writer, Grantland Rice had fifty years’ experience of many games and wrote 
equally well on boxing, golf, baseball, American football, tennis, racing and athletics. 
Perhaps he was best known in Britain and the Commonwealth for his Sportlight 
films which, with his journalism, brought him into close contact with most of the 
great sportsmen of recent times. (92) 


STRAWBERRY FAIR. A Biography of Frances, Countess Waldegrave, 
1821-1879. Osbert Wyndham Hewett. Murray, 18s. 1956. 22°5 cm. 294 pages. 
10 illustrations. Genealogical table. Index. 

Lady Frances Waldegrave married four times. Her first husband was John Walde- 

grave, an illegitimate son of the sixth Earl. When he died she married his brother, 

the seventh Earl. She remained Lady Waldegrave after his death, although she became 
the wife of the elderly William Harcourt, who, in his will, paid tribute to her devotion. 

Her fourth husband was Lord Carlingford. She was the most famous social and 

political hostess of her time; unconventional but irreproachable, she elicited by 

her charm, verve, natural poise and sense of fun the admiration and respect of some 
of the greatest figures of the day. Mr. Hewett’s affectionate study makes yet another 

attack on the Victorian legend of dullness. (92) 
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THE LORD’S HORSEMAN. John Wesley the Man. Umphrey Lee. 
Hodder & Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1956. 19°5 cm. 190 pages. 
The author, who is Chancellor of Southern Methodist University, U.S.A., has first- 
hand knowledge of his sources of which the chief are Wesley’s own journals, letters 
and books; a wide acquaintance with the social and religious background of the 
eighteenth century; a crisp style and subtle wit. While Wesley's greatness emerges 
in an effortless fashion, extravagant claims which sit loosely to history are discarded. 
The author is content to deal with the man himself in the light of his own century, 
and by reason of its scholarly and popular character the biography should make a 
general appeal. (92) 


LIVES OF THE FELLOWS OF THE ROYAL COLLEGE OF 
PHYSICIANS OF LONDON, 1826-1925. Compiled by G. H. Brown. 
Royal College of Physicians, 42s. 1955. 22 cm. 648 pages. Chronology. Index. 

William Munk’s Roll of the Royal College of Physicians of London was first 

published in 1861 and included biographies of Fellows and Licentiates admitted to 

the College from its foundation in 1518 until the end of the eighteenth century. 

With the second edition in 1875 a third volume was published which included 

admissions up to 1825, when the College moved from Warwick Lane to its present 

site. The current volume extends the Roll to 1925 but includes only Fellows of the 

College. The concise biographical notes are interesting and should, in some cases at 

least, stimulate readers to further research. (926-1) 


THE GOLDEN BOOK OF MANAGEMENT. A _ Historical 
Record of the Life and Work of Seventy Pioneers. Edited by L. Urwick for the 
International Committee of Scientific Management. Newman Neame, 35s. 1956. 
22°§ cm. 318 pages. Numerous illustrations. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

Scientific management is a product of the last forty years yet its theories and 

techniques are based on the ideas of men of earlier times, ideas which are in danger of 

being overlooked in the flood of material which is now being published on the 
subject. It was in order to record the work of these early pioneers that the 

International Committee of Scientific Management decided, in 1951, to issue this 

book. It contains pen portraits of people who made outstanding contributions to the 

technique of management, beginning with James Watt, Jr. in 1769 and includi 
such famous names as Robert Owen, Hans Renold, Henri Fayol, and Frederic 

Winslow Taylor, the ‘father’ of modern management. No living person is included 

in this volume but it is hoped that further volumes will be published in due course.

This thoroughly revised edition (the rooth appeared in 1953) gives complete family 

histories of every British peer and baronet. A new feature is the inclusion of the 

children of living female members of families, and special new articles are: The 

Title of H.M. The Queen; The Court of Chivalry; The Directors of the Bank of 

England—their Representation in Burke; Irish Chieftainries; and, The Acceptance 

and Wearing of Foreign Orders. Details are again given of the titled nobility of the 
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British Empire, and of the Lords Spiritual, foreign titles of British subjects, peeresses 
in their own right, and there are tables of precedence. The volume - includes an 
historical introduction, details of the Royal Households, and genealogies of the Royal 
Family.

CICERO AND THE ROMAN REPUBLIC. F. R. Cowell.

This survey (first published in 1948) of the main events of the history of Ancient 

Rome and the chief features of its life, government and social structure achieves 

its aim of showing why Cicero spent his active years defending the Roman Republic 

as a form of government and a way of life. It becomes clear that all Cicero’s efforts 
and eloquence could not stem the forces which were disintegrating the old order 
and making inevitable a new form of government he would probably have opposed. 

A new section has been added to this edition and some corrections and improvements 

have been made. The author’s scholarship, clear style and vivid presentation will hold 

the attention of all readers. (937) 


THE SHRINE OF ST. PETER and the Vatican Excavations. 
Jocelyn Toynbee and John Ward Perkins. Longmans, 42s. 1956. 25-5 cm. 316 pages.

Professors Toynbee and Ward Perkins, both distinguished archaeologists, the latter 

being the present Director of the British School at Rome, have written the first 

comprehensive account and critical appraisal of the recent excavations on the Vatican, 

Hill. The opening chapters are devoted to the Roman cemetery and the second half 

of the book to St. Peter’s Shrine, subjects in each case of exceptional interest to the 

classical specialist and to many general readers. In compiling this important, straight- 
forward and most absorbing work, the authors have had both these categories of 
reader in mind. Detailed documentation is provided for the archacological expert, 
but the less erudite are not confused with technical terminology. The volume has 


been very skilfully planned, and is admirably produced and illustrated. (937)

The essays discuss such 
topics as the nature of European civilisation, the international order in the Middle 
Ages, Europe and the wider world 1492-1939, Russia and Europe, and “What it is 
all abou’.

There have been a number of books giving separate accounts of the activities of the 

Resistance movements in the various countries of Western Europe. Ronald Seth 

now presents in one history the highlights of all these movements, including the 

organisation and work of secret agents and Resistance workers in countries such as 

Denmark, Yugoslavia and Luxembourg. The record of these brave deeds and 

sacrifices in the cause of freedom makes inspiring reading. (940-54) 


THE SIEGE. A Story from Kohima. Arthur Campbell. Allen & Unwin, 
12s.6d. 1956. 22-5 cm. 212 pages. 6 illustrations. 4 maps in text. Endpaper map. 
It is impossible to recommend too strongly, except to the squeamish, this account 
of how five hundred Territorials of the Royal West Kent Regiment, short of medical 
supplies and water, and under constant fire, kept at bay twelve to fifteen thousand 
picked Japanese troops for sixteen days of agony. But for this stand our communica- 
tions in the plains of Assam would have been cut, the great base at Dinapore captured, 
and the course of the war altered. Excellent maps show the gradual contraction of the 
perimeter as casualties mounted, and vivid accounts are given of scenes of horror and 
heroism beyond belief. (940°542) 


SINGLE TO ROME. E. Garrad-Cole. Wingate, 12s.6d. 1955.

This is yet another escape book, but the story is different from most. After being 
captured in the Western Desert, Wing-Commander Garrad-Cole managed to 
escape and make his way to Rome. Here he was befriended by a priest of St. Peters 
and, after occupying the empty British Embassy for a time, managed to obtain refuge 
in two foreign seminaries. Later he was aided by an Italian Countess and with her 
was able to move freely about Rome. Before the entry of the Americans he had 
other adventures and more than once was nearly captured by the Germans. These 
unusual incidents are well told and make good reading. (940-547) 


THE VENGEANCE OF PRIVATE POOLEY. Cyril Jolly. 
Foreword by Lord Russell of Liverpool. Heinemann, 15s. 1956. 22 cm. 248 pages. 
7 illustrations. 
During the British retreat in Northern France in 1940 a Company of the Royal 
Norfolk Regiment were cut off and compelled to surrender to the Germans, who 
marched them to a field and machine-gunned them. By shamming dead two men 
managed to survive the massacre. One of them, Private Pooley, returned after the 
war to the scene of the slaughter and obtained sufficient evidence from the local 
inhabitants to have the perpetrator of the slaughter brought to trial before a British 
Military Court. Much of the book deals with the trial. The accused Nazi was found 
guilty and executed in 1949. This is not a pretty tale, but it is a part of the history of 
the war that should rightly be recorded. (940-547) 


Britain 

ULSTER UNDER HOME RULE. A Study of the Political and 
Economic Problems of Northern Ireland. Edited by Thomas Wilson. Oxford 
University Press, 21s. 1955. 22 cm. 254 pages. 8 tables. Index. 

The political entity of Northern Ireland was brought into being by the Government 
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of Ireland Act, 1920, which, while leaving the territory as part of the United 
Kingdom, gave it a large measure of self-government. The writers of this book, 
who include Sir David Keir, Professor Cyril Falls, Professor F. H. Newark and six 
other writers, all of whom are either Ulstermen or have been on the staff of the 
Queen’s University, Belfast, give their impressions on the success or otherwise of 
the country’s political, social and economic organisation. Their comments form a 
useful basis for discussion on the merits of provincial self-government. (941-6) 


THE CITY OF OUR DREAMS. Jj. B. Morrell. 2nd_ edition. 
St. Anthony's Press, 50s. 1955. 28-5 cm. 150 pages. 172 illustrations. Index. 


A second and revised edition of a book on York, one of the most famous of English 
cities, first published in 1940, when the war threatened to breed serious problems in 
town planning and civic administration, for which it seemed advisable to prepare in 
advance. Mr. Morrell, a prominent York citizen, reviews the city’s fortunes in the 
past, outlines its industrial, artistic, cultural and social development, and includes 
some proposals for the future. The volume contains useful historical information, 
and many photographs of the more significant buildings. (942) 


KING JAMES VI AND I. D. Harris Willson. Cape, 30s. 1956. 
22-5 cm. 480 pages. 4 plates. Notes. Index. 


Many reasons might be offered to explain why James I has not been a favourite with 
biographers. His character and personality were certainly unattractive, and their 
delineation calls for more than average powers of sympathy and understanding. 
His Scottish background accounts for much, but it demands a deeper knowledge 
of the northern kingdom than is common to English historians. Mr. Wilison has 
qualities overcoming these handicaps, and his interpretation betters those hitherto 
available. If his subject remains ‘the wisest fool in Christendom’, it is because nothing 
describes James more aptly; but in this study we are given the reasons why he was, 
and what were the results of his shortcomings during the seventeenth century. The 
author wears his learning lightly, and his narrative makes easy reading. It should for 
a considerable time be the authoritative life of the most complex of all English rulers.

MY HOST MICHEL. J. A. Cole. Faber, 15s. 1955. 21 cm. 284 pages. 


How did the Germans comport themselves under occupation? The author, who 
knew Germany well under the Hitler régime, has been in Germany again since 1945, 
presumably as a member of the Control Commission, and here gives an account of 
his personal experiences and a highly knowledgeable description of German behaviour 
under defeat and post-war hardships, and of their astounding reconstructive energy 
since the currency reform of 1948. Mr. Cole’s witty and intelligent sketches of 
representative Germans with whom he came in contact are built up into what is 
probably the best general estimate of the national character that has yet appeared. 
Of special value are the accounts of the wonderful works of charity performed by 
the Innere Mission at Bethel and of East Berlin under Communist rule. —_ (943-087) 
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France 
THE APOSTLE OF LIBERTY. A Life of Lafayette. Maurice de 
la Fuye and Emile Babeau. Translated from the French and introduced by Edward 
Hyams. Thames & Hudson, 21s. 196. 22 cm. 344 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Lafayette deserves a character study. His romantic intervention in American history 
won him esteem with some of his contemporaries, and his failure to make an 
impression on French history calls for an explanation. Some would state it very 
simply. Napoleon thought him a bit of a simpleton, and a later historian dismissed 
him as an heroic nincompoop. Had he possessed real ability he might have laid a 
firm guiding hand on the French Revolution, but his dreamy idealism could not 
face reality, and his later career was one of disillusioned futility. The story is told in 
this biography not exactly in the way academic historians would approve, but with 
as much seriousness as so light-weight a character probably deserves. (944°041) 


Russia 
PETER THE GREAT. Constantin de Grunwald. Translated from the 
French by Viola Garvin. Douglas Saunders with MacGibbon & Kee, 21s. 196. 
22 cm. 224 pages. 9 illustrations. Index. 
The title of this work in the original French text (La Russie de Pierre le Grand) is a 
more accurate description of this book than is suggested by the English version. 
The general reader will find in it much enlightening information on the historical 
geography of medieval Russia, and the social structure and life of seventeenth 
century Russia, which must provide the background of any intelligent appreciation 
of Peter’s intellectual evolution, and the problems confronting him at his accession. 
The author has hardly left himself room for a full scale portrait of the Tsar himself, 
whose policy of Westernisation was to have such profound results. His book will 
provide beginners in Russian history‘with an agreeable introduction; but for more 
serious students it will not replace Kliuchevsky’s work. (947-05) 


Syria 
SYRIAN HARVEST. Edwyn Hole. Hale, 18s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 222 pages. 
19 photographs. Arabic musical notation. 4 tables. Glossary. Index. 

Syrian Harvest is an unusual book; neither history nor travel, it tells of medieval 
pilgrims, bedouins, saints and crusaders and of Arabic music and medicine and 
legends of beasts and birds. A delightful description of Damascus and an interestin 
series of short essays on selected travellers’ records through the ages entitled “Visitors 
Book’ complete the volume. The history and geography of the area, which is the 
Levant, are briefly outlined, marred by some errors, but the book is entertaining and 
a stimulus to those who would make further studies. (956-9) 


Burma 
LAST AND FIRST IN BURMA (1941-1948). Maurice Collis. Faber, 
308. 1956. 22-5 cm. 304 pages. 20 photographs. 3 maps. Chronology. Index. 
In this important book, based on documents made available to him, Mr. Collis 
describes the political scene in Burma from the beginning of the Japanese invasion 
to the inauguration of the Republic. A full and sympathetic account is given of the 
rise to power of the remarkable young leader Aung San, and of the reasons for the 
rejection by the Burmese of Dominion status. The portraits of Sir Reginald Dorman- 
Smith and other actors in the drama are excellent. A model of clarity, this book will 
interest the general reader and is a necessity for the student of Imperial affairs.

BEHIND THE MODERN SUDAN. H. C. Jackson. Foreword by 
Sir Harold MacMichael. Macmillan, 21s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 244 pages. Map. 
Chronology. 
This account of the Sudan of the Condominium is in three parts. The first gives a 
brief but vivid impression of the country in the early days of the century. Part Il, 
drawn from the personal experience of the author and some of his colleagues, deals 
in picturesque style with a variety of subjects: administrative problems; the 
pacification of rebellious tribes; Zubeir Pasha, the old slaver; crime; a sleeping 
sickness settlement; the people of the southern marshes; and pagan sacrifices, 
Part Ill is concerned with the relations between Britain, Egypt and the Sudan.

Nigeria 
TRADE AND POLITICS IN THE NIGER DELTA, 1830-1885. 
An Introduction to the Economic and Political History of Nigeria. K. Onwuka 
Dike. Oxford University Press, 30s. 1956. 22 cm. 258 pages. Map. 3 tables. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (Oxford Studies in African Affairs) 
In writing this important contribution to Nigerian history Dr. Dike, Head of the 
Department of History, University College, Ibadan, has consulted African source 
material as well as British; he has drawn upon printed and manuscript material in 
the possession of the Nigerian government and on local family papers and oral 
traditions. He describes the rapid change of the Niger Delta from a slave mart to the 
principal export region for palm oil, and shows how British commercial expeditions 
opened up the hinterland, particularly through the efforts of the Royal Niger 
Company. Finally he traces the procedure by which the native governments were 
gradually superseded by Crown Colony Administration. (966-9) 


Kenya 
RACE AND POLITICS IN KENYA. A Correspondence between 
Elspeth Huxley and Margery Perham. New and revised edition. Faber, 25s. 1956. 
22°5 cm. 302 pages. 3 maps. Table. Index. 
An analysis of the problems of Kenya first published in 1940 in the form of letters 
between two outstanding authorities on African affairs. In the correspondence, 
which took place over eighteen months between 1942 and 1943, they examined 
many points in Kenya’s history and economy; it was a controversial examination, 
in which, broadly speaking, Mrs. Huxley put forward the settlers’ case, whilst Miss 
Perham advocated strong control from Britain. The new edition adds a ‘1955 
reassessment’ undertaken by each author independently. Between 1943 and 1955 each 
had revisited Kenya, written extensively on Africa, and necessarily revised her views 
in the light of events. These additions are therefore carefully thought out analyses 
of the current situation. Lord Lugard’s introduction from the first edition summarises 
the main administrative acts in Kenya before 1943; a table gives dates of main events 
in Kenya’s modern history. (967-62)

NYASALAND: The Land of the Lake. Frank Debenham. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 25s. 1955. 22 cm. 252 pages. 58 photographs (1 in colour). 
30 drawings by Anthony Levett-Prinsep. 6 maps and diagrams by Reitz in text. 
2 folding maps in colour. Bibliography. Index. (Corona Library) 


Nyasaland, recently in the news as one of the three members of the Central African 
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Federation, is comparatively little known, and no comprehensive general book has 
appeared for many years. This gap is now admirably filled by the latest addition to 
the Corona Library, which maintains the high standard of the first two volumes. 
Professor Debenham has visited Nyasaland four times since 1945 and his book lucidly 
and attractively describes the early history of Nyasaland when Livingstone journeyed 
in to what was then unknown territory, the development of British administration 
under Sir Harry Johnston and his successors, and the modern progress of the 
territory. The book is admirably produced and illustrated. (968-97) 


Canada 


PAGEANT OF B.C. Glimpses into the Romantic Development of 
Canada’s Far Western Province. Bruce McKelvie. Nelson (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 
1955. 22 cm. 276 pages. 8 colour plates. 17 photographs. 

The early days of British Columbia told in brief, pageant-like chapters. Episodes 

have been chosen for their dramatic and ‘believe-it-or-not’ quality and, although 

there is strict chronological sequence, no attempt has been made to produce a 

continuous narrative. Mr. McKelvie keeps a balance between laughter and seriousness 

as he describes the various incidents in the province’s past. Author and journalist, 

Mr. McKelvie is also an authority on the history of British Columbia and many 

years of research have gone into this book. (971-1)

MONSIEUR CARRE-BENOiIT IN THE COUNTRY. Henri 
Bosco. Translated from the French by Mervyn Savill. Staples Press, 12s.6d. 1956. 
19 cm. 288 pages. 

M. Bosco is in one sense a regional novelist. The scene of his moral dramas is the 

Provence of drowsy and derelict villages where the sound of the crickets and the 

warmth of the sun efface the echoes of human activity. But his subject, the conflict 

between good and evil—often expressed in supernatural terms—is universal. The 
present comedy is at once a satire on the Frenchman's favourite theme, bureaucracy, 
and a commentary, in the form of fantasy, on rural and moral decay. Maitre Ratou, 
the eccentric old lawyer, plays the part of an avenging deity whilst the comic 

M. Carre-Benoit, retired official, is the devil's agent who brings doom upon the 

village. 


THE ASCENT OF RUM DOODLE. W. E. Bowman. Max Parrish, 
10s.6d. 1956. 20°5 cm. 142 pages. 16 illustrations. 


This reads like the mountaineering book to end all mountaineering books, and is 
likely to provoke the experienced climber to mirth or extreme fury. It is an account 
of a ‘successful’ attempt to climb an entirely mythical mountain (Rum Doodle, 
40,0003 ft.) by as inefficient a set of climbers as were ever assembled in one team. 
It is written with intelligent insanity and illustrated with hilarious inconsequence. 
In short, this is the sort of book to give as a present to one’s mountaineering friends 
after having read it oneself. Sustained farce is among the most difficult of literary tasks 
and this book, on the whole, does well with it. 
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THE DANGEROUS YEARS. Richard Church. Heinemann, 15s, 
1956. 20°5 cm. 292 pages. 

Two generations’ experience of love is Mr. Church’s theme. His heroine is a woman 
of fifty who, having resigned herself to a solitary widowhood, is faced by the 
challenge of a fresh start in married life under very different conditions; at the same 
time her daughter, whose marriage is breaking up, is restored to peace of mind by 
her attachment to a child musical prodigy. The background to the story is capably 
set in London, Paris and Switzerland, but there is a curious unreality in Mr. Church's 
handling of the dialogue which is unexpected in so experienced a novelist. 


SEVEN THUNDERS. Rupert Croft-Cooke. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 1956. 
19°5 cm. 254 pages. 

The Vieux Port of Marseilles was a network of narrow streets and squalid slums in 
which lived the poor and those with something to hide. It was obliterated by the Nazis 
in 1943. Mr. Croft-Cooke has conceived the brilliant idea of writing a story about the 
lives of some of the inhabitants of the Vieux Port during the last few days of its 
existence. While these characters tend to be recognisable as well-known fiction types, 
the situation in which they and their own personal situations are involved is exciting 
enough and Mr. Croft-Cooke develops it skilfully to an effective climax. 


BEASTS AND MEN. Pierre Gascar. Translated from the French by 
Jean Stewart. Methuen, 12s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 234 pages. 

This volume, which won the Prix Goncourt in 1954, consists of seven short stories, 
One, “The Season of the Dead’, deals with a Russian prisoner-of-war camp, which 
is seen as the microcosm of a world suffering because of selfishness and cruelty. The 
other six stories, equally grim, depict creatures whose activities ‘give us a glimpse into 
an animal hell ... in which we recognise . . . our own tortured likeness, as in a 
mirror’. M. Gascar, with fanatical severity, probes deeply into almost every possible 
area of pain and records every horrific detail in a sort of cathartic ecstasy. An 
impressive book, but obviously not a cheering one. 


THE BUBBLEMAKERS. George J. W. Goodman. Weidenfeld & 
Nicolson, 12s.6d. 1956. 19°5 cm. 224 pages. 


Superficially light-hearted, Mr. Goodman’s story of an eccentric old Southern 
gentleman living in a Palladian mansion on the banks of the Mississippi and his no 
less volatile nephew has more serious undertones.. The reason why Judge Garnier 
spends his old age drinking bourbon, chasing girls and shooting at logs in the river 
and why young Charley from Harvard plans a romantic voyage to the Far East is 
that both are deeply dismayed by the materialistic civilisation of America. Dreamers 
and poseurs both, they yet represent a genuine aristocratic tradition whose principles 
Mr. Goodman half mockingly and half admiringly presents. 


ELARNA CANE. Affleck Graves. Faber, 123.6d. 1956. 19-5 cm. 266 pages. 
Clever, breathless, highly-charged, Miss Graves’s savage story of a little servant girl, 
attractive and wanton, whose personality brought to the surface the hidden resent- 
ments of her employers, is something of a tour de force. The scene is a village in Suffolk, 
remote but far from idyllic. Here are living a musician, aloof, self-centred and 
sadistic, and his mistress, an ineffectual, sluttish artist. Both are entranced by the 
Titian-haired, gaping Elarna, child of nature and the machine age, who condescends 








to work for them. But from the moment of her first appearance in the house, disaster 
begins to assume its final shape. Miss Graves’s disenchanted version of rustic life is 
witty if exaggerated, but she has an exhaustingly involved style. 


LEVINE. James Hanley. Macdonald, 15s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 254 pages. 

The world of Mr. Hanley’s novels is often remote from the reader’s experience, but 
it is conceived with such imaginative richness and fluency that one feels the writer 
has only included a fraction of his own mental picture. So it is here with this story 
of a Polish seaman and the Englishwoman whom he marries and murders, as they 
both drift in shadowy fashion through the blacked-out, displaced life of England in 
1941. If the book’s theme leaves a nightmarish impression, Levine remains none the 
less a masterly piece of writing. 


A DANCE IN THE SUN. Dan Jacobson. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 
11s.6d. 1956. 19°5 cm. 208 pages. 
This long short story is the work of a young South African writer, and his second 
novel. The action is completed within twenty-four hours. Two hitch-hiking young 
men put up for the night at a dilapidated house outside a township in the semi-desert 
Karroo, and become implicated in the affairs of their hosts (a very queer couple 
indeed), the wife’s ne’er-do-well brother, and a giant negro who haunts the premises. 
A macabre story, involving the racial problem and powerfully told, with an un- 
expected dénouement. 
BELOVED LADY. Barbara Jefferis. Dent, 15s. 1956. 19°5 cm. 
350 pages. 
The Paston Letters 1422-1509 have long provided material for the social historian. 
They have here given Miss Jefferis the setting for the authentic and charming love 
story of Margery Paston and her father’s bailiff, Richard Calle. Their alliance, 
promising no increase in family assets or influence, provokes fierce opposition, 
which, however, is broken by Calle’s armed defence of a family inheritance against 
a powerful claimant. Skilful characterisation and a vivid yet faithful presentation of 
a past age mark this convincing historical novel. 


A MALE CHILD. Paul Scott. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 1956. 20-5 cm. 
224 pages. 

A sincere, unusual novel about tired and disappointed people making a new start in 
life. In spite of its bleak background of broken marriages, domestic difficulties and 
housing shortages in London and the nearby country just after the war, it ends, with 
the birth of a child, on a note of optimism. The central character returns from the 
war estranged from his wife and with a devitalising tropical disease. By becoming 
involved in a net of family intrigue and trouble which envelops a former comrade, 
his own interest in other people and the future begins to come alive again. 


THE TWELVE PICTURES. Edith Simon. Cassell, 15s. 1956. 
20°5 cm. 480 pages. 

This, basically, is the Nibelungenlied retold. Siegfried marries Kriemhild; his former 

love Brunhilde marries Gunther; Hagen the One-Eyed murders Siegfried; Kriemhild 

subsequently marries Attila and, in due course, takes vengeance on her Burgundian 

kinsmen. The Twelve Pictures is, however, considerably more than the retelling of an 

old story. Miss Simon’s strong sense of the dramatic, her skill in handling characters 
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that are always a little larger than life, and her refusal to allow the savagery of the 
fifth century to be overlaid by the romanticism that time is apt to bring, make this 
an unusual and impressive historical novel, which reconciles legend and historical 
fact—never an easy task—with a considerable measure of success. 


SOME PREFER NETTLES. Junichir6 Tanizaki. Translated from 
the Japanese by Edward G. Seidensticker. Secker & Warburg, 12s.6d. 1956. 
20°$ cm. 220 pages. Headpiece decorations. 

First published in Japan in 1928, this work by a leading novelist subtly portrays the 
tension between the old ways of life and the new and Western. It gives an intimate 
account of the domestic life of a member of the merchant class and of the influences, 
particularly those of the ancient puppet theatre, which gradually draw him back to 
the ancient modes. The Ford Seaiitien of America chose well when they made 
possible the translation of this really fine novel, which will interest both the general 
reader and those anxious to understand the Japanese mentality. 


ISLAND IN THE SUN. Alec Waugh. Cassell, 16s. 1956. 21 cm. $52 pages. 


The complex society of a small, idyllic island in the British West Indies is the setting 
for Mr. Waugh’s novel. The plot is elaborate and the canvas large, embracing the 
problems of Government House, the established British colony, the post-war 
emigrants from England and the rising generation of West Indians of mote or less 
mixed parentage. Mr. Waugh shows an assured mastery of local colour and even the 
most minor characters are sharply and expertly drawn. He has skilfully woven these 


numerous threads into a novel which is immensely readable and never lacks 
excitement. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 


THE HIDDEN FACE. Victor Canning. Hodder & Stoughton, 10s.6d. 
1956. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
Peter Barlow breaks out of prison in a desperate bid to find the man who committed 
the murder for which Barlow was condemned. He wins the aid of a girl without 
whose staunch support he could not have succeeded and with whom, inevitably, he 
falls in love. The real villain is not far to seek, but it is a measure of the author’s skill 
that the reader is eager to continue. The story is taut, well controlled and well written. 
It is vivid in scene and character and varied in its situations, and its excitement is 
sustained from first to last. 


POPE JACYNTH and More Supernatural Tales. Excursions into Fantasy. 

Vernon Lee. Peter Owen, 15s. 1956. 22 cm. 208 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
These are not the kind of supernatural tales that make the flesh creep: they deal with 
the miraculous and legendary, but rarely with the gruesome. Where they excel is in 
creating atmosphere, whether of a place or of a period. Most of them are set in Italy, 
though one of the best, ‘Oke of Okehurst’, has a Kentish background. The style of 
writing—distinguished, sensitive, faintly mannered—is itself powerfully evocative of 
the Eighteen Eighties, when these tales were written.

THE MYSTERY OF EDWIN DROOD. Charles Dickens. 
Introduction by S. C. Roberts. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
294 pages. 12 illustrations by Luke Fildes, 2 by Charles Collins. (New Oxford 
Illustrated Dickens) 

A mystery in two senses. When Dickens died in 1870 he left this novel half-written, 

and there has been much discussion as to how he intended to unravel the complicated 

plot and who murdered Edwin Drood—if he was murdered. It may owe its 
popularity, however, even more to the macabre atmosphere of some scenes, the 
descriptions of the ancient cathedral city of Cloisterham (Rochester) and such richly 
comic minor characters as Sapsea and Durdles. This volume completes this excellent 
edition, which is well printed in large type, with the original illustrations skilfully 


restored. 


SURFACE! Alexander Fullerton. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 1956. 18 cm. 
156 pages. Paper covers. 

An accomplished first novel (first published in 1953) about the operational adventures 
of a British submarine in Far Eastern waters in the later part of the last war. She was 
a happy as well as a lucky ship, and she ended up with sinking a Japanese cruiser. 
The characterisation of her officers and men, never exaggerated, has such a ring of 
conviction as to make the novel resemble one of the more factual narratives of 
warfare at sea. 


THE TOWN TRAVELLER. George Gissing. 4th edition. Methuen, 
7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 254 pages. 

George Gissing wrote this book (first published in 1898) in a happy mood and it has 
little in common with the spirit of so much of his other work. It is a story of Victorian 
London, with a light-hearted plot and much fun. The ‘hero’, Mr. Gammon, is a 
buoyant commercial traveller whose adventures bring him in contact with a 
remarkable variety of people, from the irrepressible Polly Sparkes to the wicked 
Mr. Greenacre, who is all that a Victorian villain should be. It is a tale deftly told and 
full of the fruits of close and usually sympathetic observation. The plot is thin but the 
characters are delightful and The Town Traveller is well worth reading for their sake 
alone.

STRANGERS IN SKYE. Mabel Esther Allan. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1956. 

19 cm. 226 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 

Ordered a complete rest, Elizabeth Falcon, aged seventeen, agrees without 
enthusiasm to help her brother run a new Youth Hostel on the Island of Skye off 
the west coast of Scotland. Once there, the healthy life and the beauty of the island 
work their cure. She gains new vitality and confidence, new friends—and an offer 
of marriage. Older girls should be interested in Elizabeth’s situation, appreciate the 


romantic touches, and enjoy the affectionate description of an island noted for its 
natural attractions. 
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THE ONE-WINGED DRAGON. Catherine Anthony Clark. Macmillan 

(Toronto, Canada), $2.75. 1955. 22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations by Clare Bice. 
A well-written story set in British Columbia which gives a sympathetic portrayal 
of West Coast Indians. The dragon belongs to Kwong Hu, a Chinese farmer, who 
lives down the road from Michael and Jenni. Kwong Hu’s daughter, Kuniang, was 
lost in the Chinese wars, and his luck has gone. With the dragon’s aid, the children 
release the spirit from Kwong Hu’s luck stone, and they and the dragon follow it in 
search of Kuniang. Chinese and West Coast Indian magic and myth are mingled 
convincingly. Fantasy is thoughtfully infused into the children’s adventures and each 
act or incident has its logical result within the magic. 


THE CASKET AND THE SWORD. Norman Dale. Barrie, 10s.6d. 
1956. 20-5 cm. 206 pages. Illustrations by Biro. 


Jeremy Shepherd, convalescing from measles in his aunt’s cottage in the West 
Country, answers a trumpet call from the grounds of the great and ancient house of 
Castlecombe and joins two of its young heirs in a search for the casket and the sword 
which will save the house from passing into the wrong hands. Into the space of a day 
and a night a great deal is crammed—pursuit, attack, capture and discovery. The 
author brings just the right touch to this romantic quest, while making it both 
exciting and eventful. His well-written story should find many receptive readers 
among children of twelve and over. 


THE WHITE RIDERS. Monica Edwards. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1956. 
18 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations by Geoffrey Whittam. Paper covers. (Puffin Story 
Books) 

First published in 1950, Miss Edwards’ story—for children of 10 to 13—of a group of 

boys and girls who borrow the technique of the old smugglers to scare off the 

projector of a Holiday Camp on Romney Marsh naturally contains ponies and pony 

ore but has a wider appeal. The descriptions of this wild district of Kent are excellent 
and the children concerned have a pleasant but hard-working home life which gives 
proportion to an exciting tale. 


FURTHER ADVENTURES OF THE FAMILY FROM ONE 
END STREET. Eve Garnett. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 318 pages. 
Illustrations by the author. 

The Family From One End Street has become a contemporary children’s classic, partly 

on account of its author’s gift for domestic comedy and partly because, unlike most 

children’s fiction, it deals with the day-to-day adventures of an ordinary working- 
class family. Young people between ten and twelve and many other admirers of 

Mr. Ruggles, the dustman, and his lively offspring will welcome this sequel. The 

time is still pre-war; some of the family, including the inimitable Peg, have a first 

experience of the country, while the others, arrayed in precarious splendour, attend 


Cousin Albert’s wedding. 


SUGAR AND SPICE. Stories from Listen with Mother and elsewhere. 
Ursula Hourihane. Methuen, 6s. 1956. 19 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations by Judith 
Brook. 


A collection of happy little stories, broadcast by the B.B.C., which can be read or 
told to five-year-olds. The author knows what will appeal to children of this age, 
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and they will enjoy hearing, among others, about the farmer who wanted to buy a 
friendly pig, the owl who wanted to get to the moon, the white rabbit who got so 
dirty watching trains, and a kind old lady’s happy Christmas. 


THE FARM IN MALLERSTANG. Marjorie Lloyd. Methuen, 10s. 6d. 

1956. 19 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations by Astrid Walford. 
In this story we see the year round through the eyes of three children who live on a 
hill farm in the Lake District, with all the excitements that each season offers: lambing, 
sheep clipping, haymaking, a wedding, the county show and the horse fair, a ram 
sale, and Christmas. Any young readers of 10-14 attracted to the countryside and 
farming will find much to interest them in this sensibly written and well-balanced 
chronicle. 


GLOOSKAP’S COUNTRY AND OTHER INDIAN TALES. Cyrus 
MacMillan. Oxford University Press (Toronto, Canada), $3.95. 1955. 22 cm. 
280 pages. Illustrations by John A. Hall. 

Selections from the author’s earlier books of Canadian legends, twenty-two from 

Canadian Fairy Tales and sixteen from Canadian Wonder Takes. The collection begins 

with stories about Glooskap, the supernatural hero of the Micmacs, and then 

continues with stories from other tribes. The French Canadian legends of the earlier 
books have been omitted, and also some of the less interesting Indian legends. John 

Hall’s illustrations are effective. 


THE GOLDEN OCEAN. Patrick O'Brian. Hart-Davis, 12s. 6d. 
1956. 20°5 cm. 266 pages. Diagram. Map. Glossary. 

This study for boys (and perhaps some girls) of 15 and above concerns the adventures 
of Peter, Liam and Sean, an Irish trio who ship aboard H.M.S. Centurion and take 
part in Anson’s wonderful circumnavigation in the 1740's. The voyage ended in 
actual fact as such voyages often do in fiction, with the capture of a richly laden 
Spanish galleon off the Philippines, and handsome prize-money for all the crew. 
Mr. O’Brian’s shipload of characters is lively in the extreme, and his Irish scenes 
before the embarkation are the stuff of life. 


SHOW JUMPING SECRET. Josephine Pullein-Thompson. Collins, 

8s. 6d. 1955. 19 cm. 192 pages. 14 iollacle Sheila Rose. 
This is the story of how Charles, crippled by poliomyelitis, mastered his disability 
and, with the help of a first-class instructress, schooled himself and his pony Secret 
to compete in show-jumping competitions until at last, after many disappointments 
and some minor successes, he achieved his goal, a Foxhunter Trophy. Riders in their 
teens, interested in improving their own horsemanship, should find this an entertaining 
and instructive book. 


DAWKS DOES IT AGAIN. Meta Mayne Reid. Macmillan, 11s. 6d. 
1956. 20°5 cm. 208 pp. Illustrations by Geoffrey Whittam. 

Dawks is a jackdaw belonging to the three Peyton children. When he steals some 
valuable curios from the house of their friend Charles they are in despair because he 
has so many hiding places. Their search leads them into scrapes, to an important 
discovery, and finally to success. The setting, the Antrim coast of Northern Ireland, 
adds interest to the adventures of a natural bunch of children which should happily 
engage young readers nearing their teens. 
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TIFFANY AND THE SWALLOW RHYME. Meta Mayne Reid. 
Faber, 10s. 6d. 1956. 20°5 cm. 182 pages. Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 

An adventure story in which a very superior cat demonstrates her magic powers and 

helps three children on holiday in Northern Ireland to prevent the sabotaging of a 

new reservoir. An aviary kept by a mysterious bird-man, a circus, a storm at sea 

and a kidnapping are some of the ingredients of a story that will safely entertain 

many childcen of 10-14, 


Non-Fiction 


SIX GREAT AVIATORS. John Pudney. Hamish Hamilton, 10s. 6d. 
1955. 19 cm. 220 pages. 6 plates. (‘Six Great’ Series) 

Beginning with Sir Alliott Verdon-Roe who, in the early days of flying, was both a 
pilot and a designer and has since made many world-famous aircraft, the author 
proceeds to Alcock and Brown, who made the first crossing of the Atlantic in 1918. 
He tells the story of the first man to fly the Pacific Ocean—Kingsford Smith, and gives 
a vivid account of Lindbergh’s celebrated solo flight from New York to Paris. He 
next writes of the Frenchman Saint-Exupéry who was as good at writing as he was 
at flying, and, finally, of the famous test pilot, Neville Duke, an expert in jet-planes 
and supersonic flight. John Pudney writes well and sympathetically for teen-age 
readers about these outstanding figures in aviation. 


INDIA. H. G. Rawlinson. Black, 6s. 6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 96 pages. 4 colour 
plates. 9 photographs. Map. Index. (Lands and Peoples Series) 

There is always room for little books on great subjects. Mr. Rawlinson’s sketch of the 

Indian scene is certainly slight and selective, but it is simple, readable and at times 

vivid. Above all, the authority derived from long knowledge of the sub-continent 

lies behind it. There are some pleasant illustrations and a short factual appendix. 

It should help to lead children of eleven and over on to wider and deeper reading. 
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
